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"URGES IMPEACHMENT 
_. OF PRESIDENT SHAFFER 


The Labor World Denounces Amal- 
gamated Leader. 


STRIKE CRISIS IS NEARING 


Bayview. Committee Consults with 
Pittsburg: Officials — Injunction at 
Canal Dover, Ohio, Effective. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 30.—The Pitts- 
burg Labor World in an editorial to-day 
demands the impeachment of President 
Shaffer of the Amalgamated Association. 

The significance of the editorial may be 
appreciated when it is known that the 
mémbers of the Board of Control of The 
Labor World are George Powell, President 
of the Tin Plate Workers’ International 
Protective Association of America; L. R. 
Thomas, President of the Pattern Makers’ 
National League, and Patrick Dolan, Pres- 
ident of District No. 5 of the United Mine 
Workers of America. 

While there is no actual change in the 
strike situation, much transpired to-day 
calculated to produce results in the near 
future. The conference between the Bay- 
view -committee and the Amalgamated of- 
ficials; the continued efforts of President 
Burns of the Window Glass Workers’ As- 
sociation to bring about arbitration or con- 
éiliation; the scathing editorial in The 
Labor World, calling for the impeachment 
of President Shaffer; the march of the 
strikers of McKeesport to Duquesne, and 
the decided effect of the injunction pro- 
ceedings at Canal Dover, Ohio, all indi- 
cate that the crisis is approaching. 


"The World editorial is entitled “S 
fice Shaffer! Save the Amalgamated,” 
foliows in part: 

“Is the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel, and Tin Workers to be sent to 
slaughter in a lost fight and sacrificed on 
the altar of the mad and selfish ambition 
of this creature Shaffer’ This is no time 
for sentiment. It is a time for facts and 
plain speaking. The fight against the Steel 
Trust is lost, but no order comes from 
Amalgamated headquarters, where Shaffer 
» cowers, to spare the brave men at the front. 

** Leaders of organized labor, forbid it in 
the name of the cause you hold dear, but 
which is menaced as long as Shaffer is al- 
lowed to live.

“The paper has no standing in the labor 
world, and is owned and edited by men bit- 
terly _—— to me from the start. My 
; ee is above impeachment, and the only 
age the inspired article can do is to 
te a impression temporarily, but 

will not influence thinking goons. 
£s first break in the strike at McKees- 
‘port was made this evening, when about 
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forty men went to work in the seamless 
tube department of the National Tube 
Works. The men returned on the same 
basis upon which they worked before the 
sympathetic strike was inaugurated. The 
men did not organize, although they met 
with Federation of Labor men a number of 
times. 

It is thought that many more will report 
to-morrow morning. The men were not 
molested, as their return was a surprise to 
the strike leaders. The tube works officers 
are jubilant over the break at the seam- 
less and the outcome of to-day’s parade 
at Duquesne. 

When shown the editorial to-night, Presi- 
dent Shaffer said: 

‘Mr. Poweli of the Tin Workers’ Asso- 
ciation was at headquarters to-day, and IL 
have understood that the paper mentioned 
does not represent his association. The 
article is beneath my notice, and I shall not 
advertise the #aper by commenting on 3t.”’ 

The details of the conference of the Bay- 
view committee and the Amalgamated of- 
ficials have not yet been divulged by either 
party, but the fact that the committee has 
been here at all would indicate that the 
Fairview strikers are uneasy. J. D. Hickey 
and J. F. Cooper of the committee have 
been here since Monday, but their presence 
has not been generally known. 

The general belief is that the main ob- 
ject of the committee’s visit was for the 
purpose of arranging some compromise by 
which the Bayview plant may resume. 
President Shaffer, on the contrary, says 
the two men did not come here as repre- 
sentatives of the Bayview lodge. They were 
simply here as individual members of the 
Amalgamated Association to explain in 
person the reason tor their action in re- 
gard to the general strike order and the 
reversal of that decision after Tighe’s visit 
to Milwaukee. 

“The lodge did nat send them, nor did it 
send to me any request to be allowed to 
go to work,” said President Shaffer. 

The two men left for home to-night, and 
it is said that a meeting of their lodge will 
be held upon their return to take action on 
their report. Notwithstanding the report 
from New York that no conference had 
been held or arranged for between C. M. 
Schwab and Simon Burns looking to arbi- 
tration, the latter has not relaxed his ef- 
forts in this direction, and seems deter- 
mined to bring about some sort of a com- 
promise. 

‘“‘IT am interested in this matter,’’ said 
President Burns to-night, ‘‘as the big 
strike is affecting all lines of business, in- 
cluding the window glass trade. My pur- 
pose is to get the two sides together and 
start the mills. If President Schwab is 
still opposed to my plan of arbitration, I 
will request him to suggest whatever mod- 
ifications he desires. 

“Anything will be acceptable if the 
United. States Steel Corporation can be in- 
duced to arbitrate and get the mills start- 
ed. It is foolishness to say that there is 
nothing to arbitrate. I feel confident that 
something can be done to bring about a 
settlement that will not be dishonorable to 
either side, and result in the starting of 
the mills.”’ 

The marclr of the McKeesport strikers to 
Duquesne this afternoon was a disappoint- 
ment to the strikers, partly because of a 
heavy rain during the parade and the meet- 
ing in an open lot, and partly because of a 
lack of enthusiasm. It was expected that 
at least 5,000 of the 12,000 strikers would 
participate in the march, but by actual 
count there were only 553 in line, 

The rain came down in torrents from the 
time the parade started until the column 
returned to McKeesport. The men marched 
without any cheering or demonstration. It 
was expected a halt would be made at the 
Duquesne mill gate, but no stop was made. 
Several mill men came out of the plant with 
their dinner buckets on their arms, but 
were not interviewed. 

The injunction granted the American 
Sheet Steel Company, at Canal Dover, 
Ohio, against the strikers, has had the 
effect of doing away with all picketing 

The withdrawal of the 


about the mill. 

pickets was on the advice of the local 
counsel, who advised this course until 
after the counsel of the association at 
Pittsburg should make known what course 
to pursue in the future. United States 
Marshals have served almost all of the 900 
strikers with the order. 

President Shaffer to-day sent circulars to 
all the lodges of the association reviewing 
the strike situation, which he says is in 
good shape. He cautions all members 
against the South Chicago men who re- 
fused to obey the strike order, denominates 
oe non-union, and declares their cards 
void. 

Great preparations have been made here 
for Labor Day, Monday next. A _ grand 
rally of allied trades and labor unions of 
Western Pennsylvania is to be held at Ross 
Grove, at which Shaffer, Dolan, Burns, and 
Churchill are advertised to tell the story 
of the strike. 

The rally will be under the auspices of the 
Amalgamated Association, and is expected 
to be productive of much encouragement to 
the strikers. A. parade of immense pro- 
portions is scheduled for this city on that 
day, the big majority of trades unions hay+ 
ing arranged to participate. 

STRIKE INJUNCTION STANDS. 
Cincinnati Men Who Disobeyed It to 
be Heard in Contempt Proceedings. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 30.—Judge Smith re- 
fused to dissolve his restraining order 
against the strikers, and the hearing of 
the contempt cases against the locked-out 
men was set for next Tuesday. 

Judge Clark of the United States court 
to-day issued an injunction against 450 
men, formerly employed in ‘the steel mills 
at Ironton, Ohio. The injunction restrains 
the defendants, who are on strike, from

GOMPERS TRUE TO SHAFFER. 


Federation of Labor Journal Indorses 
Steel Strike. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The American 
Federationist, the official organ of the 
Federation of Labor, edited by Mr. Samuel 
Gompers, in its issue of to-day says: 

“We shall stand by the Amalgamated 
Association in the present conflict to the 
full extent of our power, both morally and 
financially. We shall aid in every lawful 
way the men on strike, or who may come 
out on strike to maintain the workers in 
their right to organize and to extend their 
organization; so that the only power which 
stands for their protection and advance- 
ment against the avarice of concentrated 
wealth may be perfected and perpetuated. 

‘“* We shall not relax our efforts to aid the 
brave men who are striking to bring this 
contest to an honorable end, and we appeal 
to every fellow-wageworker and every sym- 
pathizer to exert every power and influ- 
ence in the same direction.” 


Man Fells a Tree and Is Killed by It.

REAL ESTATE AGENT 
ARRESTED FOR ARSON 


Herman Jonas Accused of Setting 
Fire to an Apartment House. 


Two Men Living In the Building Made 
the Charge—Was Nearly Lynched 
by an Angry Mob. 


There was great excitement at a fire 
which started in the five-story apartment 
house, 16 East One Hundred and Ninth 
Street, at 10:30 o'clock last evening, ter- 
minating with an arrest on the charge of 
arson. The accused man is Herman Jonas, 
a real estate broker, who has an office at 
111 Rivington Street. Jonas was roughly 
handled first by the tenants in the building, 
and narrowly missed a worse fate by a mob 
of several hundred persons who followed 
him to the East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street Station, howling ‘‘ Lynch him! Lynch 
him!"’ and apparently only restrained from 
carrying out-their threats by the policemen 
who had Jonas in charge. 

Jonas lives on the third floor of the East 
One Hundred and Ninth Street house. 
Frank Guler occupies the second floor, and 
George Kruger the ground floor. The 
janitor of the building is William Winkle, 
who lives in the adjoining house, No. 18 
Hast One Hundred and Ninth Street. 

It was Kruger, the man living on the 
ground floor, who first discovered that 
there was fire in the house. He had al- 


ready gone to bed, when he smelled smoke. 
He dressed and ran to the hallway. 

Kruger noted that the smoke was coming 
from above, and ran up one flight. In the 
hallway above he met, Guler, who was also 
coming out of his apartment about that 
time. Together they ran up another flight 
of stairs, for the blaze still seemed to be 
higher up, and almost stumbled over Jonas, 
one had just opened the door and stepped 
out. 

‘Where's the fire?’’ the two investigat- 
ing men asked him. 

Jonas mumbled something, which was 
neither explanatory nor satisfactory to 
Kruger and Guler. The two men therefore 
rushed into the Jonas apartments, from 
which the smoke poured out in big clouds. 
To the great surprise of Kruger and Guler 
they discovered, so they said afterward in 
the poilce station, fire in three different 
places—under two beds and under a sofa. 

The two men did what they could to ex- 
tinguish the flames, soon reinforced and 
assisted by a crowd of half-dressed ten- 
ants, who now began to pour into the rooms. 
By this time everybody in the building was 
excited. When the flames under beds and 
sofa had been extinguished Kruger and 
Guler sought for Jonas. They found him 
in one of the lower halls. In a minute 
Kruger and Jonas were engaged in a rough- 
= fight, Guler assisting where he 
could, 

With the firemen who had been called 
several policemen arrived, and Jonas was 
handed over to them. The crowd, which 
had grown to large proportions, followed 
behind, yelling at the prisoner. 

At the police station it was Guber who 
preferred the charges against Jonas. The 
latter presented his card to Sergt. Reif- 
ford, who was behind the desk, and said 
that he had just returned from work when 
the fire broke out, and was as much sur- 
prised as anybody to find his-home on fire. 

Mrs. Jonas and the rest of the accused 
man's family were in a park near by during 
thé excitement at their home. They got to 
the police station about the time when 
Jonas was before the Sergeant, and pro- 
tested against his arrest. e accused man 
has been living in the East One Hundred 
and Ninth Street house for about three 
months. He was insured for $1,000, The 
flames caused about $15 worth of damage. 


STILL ANOTHER VICTIM. 


This Makes the Tenth Body Recovered 
from Delaware River Wreck— 


Nineteen Missing Now. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—Another body 
was recovered to-day from the Delaware 
River steamboat City of Trenton’s wréck,. 
It is supposed to be that of Harry Johnson, 
thirty-six years old, a grocer, of Hulme- 
who was on his way home 
from Philadelphia. He leaves a wife and 
five children. 

This makes the tenth body recovered, of 
which eight have been identified. ‘Two, 
those of a woman and a small girl, are 
still unclaimed. They are so badly charred 
and disfigured that they may never be 
identified positively. Nineteen are missing, 
and it is almost certain that all of these 
are dead. Of the eight persons remaining 
in the hospital, two are, the physicians 


say, sure to die. So the net result of the 
explosion will be about thirty deaths when 
the returns are all in. 


TAXES ON SURPLUS CAPITAL. 


Large Sums Received Yesterday at 
the State Treasurer’s Office.

ALBANY, Aug. 30.—The State Treasurer 
to-day received $152,000 from trust com- 
panies as taxes on surplus capital and un- 
divided earnings, Of this sum $52,171 came 
from the Trust Company of America, and 
was brought here in currency by two 


messengers. The reason for sending it by 
messengers, it is said, was because it is 
safer and cheaper. The sum was made up 
of fifty-one $1,000 bills, eleven $100 bills, 
one the remainder in smaller denomina- 
tions. 

Other large sums received to-day included 
37,000 under collateral inheritance on the 
r. Evans estate, and $35,000 on the George 
T. Bliss estate. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Two Asbury Park Men Arrested for 
the Death of a Man on Aug. 12.

ASBURY PARK, Aug. 30.—James Rob- 
otham and George Hopper are under ar- 
rest, charged with the murder of Edward 
Hulick, a motorman employed by the At- 
lantic Coast Blectric, Railway Company, 


whose dead body was found in a stall ina 
stable on the morning of Monday, Aug. 12. 

The arrests are the result of a statement 
made yesterday by Mrs. Katherine Bates, 
who lives in a house overlooking the stable 
where Hulick’s dead body was found. Mrs. 
Bates swore that just before midnight on 
Aug. 11 she saw Hulick struggling with 
three men in the stable yard and saw them 
carry his' body into the stable. Two of the 
men, she said, were Robotham and Hopper. 
The third she did not recognize. 


UNEARTHED AN INDIAN PLOW. 


Farmers Near Brookdale Interested 
in the Aboriginal Farming

An Officer Executed, but the Two High 
Officials Primarily Responsible 
Only Lose Their Posts.

It is because it has been impossible to 
obtain the punishment of those responsible 
for the Chu-Chow massacre that the Brit- 
ish troops are still in Peking, when it was 
expected the city would be evacuated by 
all the allies except the legation guards 
some weeks ago. 


PETER M. SULLIVAN SUES. 


Nine Supreme Court Justices Among 
the Defendants in the Rochester 
Lawyer’s Libel Suit. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 30.—Peter M. 
Sullivan of North Tonawanda, a disbarred 
lawyer, has brought a sensational action 
against twenty defendants, including four 
Supreme Court Justices of Erie County, 
five Appellate Division Justices of this city, 
and a United States District Judge and a 
number of attorneys, to recover $20,000 

damages. 

Sullivan, at one time was one of the best- 
known attorneys of Niagara County. He 
was retained two years ago by a young 
woman to bring an action against a num- 
ber of young men for damages for an as- 
sault alleged to have been committed upon 
her. Sullivan is alleged to have com- 
promised the suits with the defendants, 
keeping the money. 

As a result disbarrment proceedings were 
brought against him by District Attorney 
Hopkins of Niagara County. Sullivan about 
this time wrote a book entitled *‘ A Cali- 
fornia Conspiracy with New York Epi- 
sodes,”’ in which he accused certain Judges 
of the Supreme Court of conspiracy, &c. 

At the March Term of the Appellate Di- 
vision in this city Sullivan was disbarred, 
In his complaint, consisting of sixty type- 
written pages of matter, Sullivan declares 
that he has been “disgraced, dishonored, 
disbarred, and boycotted "’ by the defend- 
ants, who, he says, have wrought his finan- 
cial ruin. He alleges a conspiracy between 
Supreme Court Justices and others to work 
him a great injury. 

The defendants named in the complaint 
are as follows: Abner T. Hopkins, District 
Attorney of Niagara County; John E. Pond, 
United States Commissioner; 8. W. Demp- 
sey, Assistant United States District At- 
torney; Abram Goodman, clothier, of North 
Tonawanda; William B. Simpson, attorney 
at Tonawanda; News Publis ing Company 
of North Tonawanda; Henry H. Seymour, 
referee appointed by tpe mepeunte Divis- 
fon to take ‘evidence in disbarment pro- 
ceedings; Carlton E. Ladd, attorney, Buf- 
falo; John R. Hazel, Judge of the United 
States District Court; Charles W. Brown, 
United Stdtes District Attorney; William 
H. Adams, Peter B. McLennan, Pardon C, 
Williams, Frederick W. Kruse, Henry A. 
Childs, Daniel J. Kenefick, John 8. Lam- 
bert, Alfred Spring, and Frank C. Laughlin, 
Justices of the Supreme Court, and Joseph 
W. Taylor, referee in the first proceedings 
for disbarrment. 


ALONZO J. WHITMAN CAUGHT. 


Alleged Swindier Arrested In Boston— 
Charged with Having Lately 
Passed Several Bad Checks.

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 30.—Alonzo J. 
Whitman, former member of the Minnesota 
State Senate, and for nearly fifteen years 
an alleged bank and hotel_swindler of in- 
ternational reputation, many times con- 
victed and many times escaping punish- 
ment, is in the toils at last. 

He was captured this afternoon just as 
he was coming out of the offices of Arm- 
strong, Schirmer & Co., Equitable Build- 
ing, and is held on several charges of 


forgery and larceny. -Warrants for his ar- 
rest on charges of swindling and forgery 
have been out for some time. : 

Whitman has been sentenced in New York 
for swindling, and while waiting for a 
certificate of reasonable doubt, which he 
hoped to secure as to the justice of the 
sentence, he was out on bail and came to 
this city. It is alleged that he secured a 
loan of $487.50 early this week from Will- 
iam Hunt & Co., brokers,.to use in spec- 
ulating, representing that_he had $2, on 
deposit in the Brookline Bank, and giving 
his name as Carl G. Burdick of Brookline.

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FOUR LIVES LOST 
IN A BROOKLYN FIRE 


Two Other Persons Will Die, Prob- 
ably, and Seven Were Hurt. 


Woman Started the Fire While Cooking 
with an Oil Stove—Many Thrill- 
ing Rescues. 


A fire which partly destroyed the four- 
story double apartment house at 219 Gra- 
ham Avenue, Brooklyn, last evening, cost 
the lives of three persons and the injury of 
ten others. There were a number of thrill- 
ing rescues. Two of the injured, it is be- 
lieved, will die. The dead are: 

ROTGEZER, Mrs. MARY, thirty-eight years 
old, killed by jumping from fourth-story 
window. 

BECK, TILLIE, three years old, burned to 
death. 


BECK, ANNIB®, ten years old, burned to death. 

The injured are: 

BECK, JOSEPH, two months old, burned about 
hands and legs; taken to St. Catherine's 
Hospital. Died there. 

BECK, Mrs. ANNE, thirty-eight years 
mother of the two Beck children, burned 
about hand, face, and body. Taken to St. 
Catherine’s Hospital; will probably die. 

BUDA, MOSES, two months’ old, burned about 
hands and face and body; St. Catherine’s 
Hospital; will probably die. 

The other injured are: 

BECK, MINNIE, five years old, burned about 

arms and face; taken to St. Catherine’s Hos- 

pital, 

BUDA, MAGGIE, twelve years old, burned on 
face and hands and suffering from shock; 
taken to Williamsburg Hospital. 

DEURX, Mrs. KATE, twenty-one 
burned about face, hands, and body; 
to St. Catherine's Hospital. 

FRANK, CHARLES, eighteen 
burned about face and hands;

INFANT CHILD of Mrs. Mary Rotgezer’s, in- 
jured about the head; to Williamsburg Hos- 
pital.

The building, which has a brick front and 
is built of wood in the rear, was occupied by 
eight families. The ground floor is a store, 
The fire started in the apartments of Mrs. 
Kate Deurx, who lived on the second floor 
through the explosion of a kerosene oil 
stove. Mrs. Deurx was cooking for supper, 
when the oil in the stove gave out, and she 
poured more oil from a can into it. An ex- 

losion followed, Mrs. Deurx ran to the 

all screaming ‘‘ Fire! "’ 

At the time John Beck, who with his wife 
and five children live on the opposite side 
of the hall from the Deurx apartments, was 
coming up the stairs, and ran to the kitch- 
en and seized the stove and carried it to 
the hallway to throw it to the street. In 
the hallway the blazing oil burned his 
hands, and Beck dropped it. The flying oil 
set fire to the woodwork and carpet, and in 
a few minutes all escape was cut off by 
the stairway. 

In’ the meantime the tenants, who had 
been aroused by Mrs. Deurx’s cries of fire, 
had become panic-stricken when they saw 
escape cut off, and ran to the windows 
and appealed to the crowd that was gather- 
ing on the street for help. Police Sergeant 
Williams of the Sixty-second Precinct and 
Policeman Cox of the Sixty-fourth_Pre- 
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einct and Building Inspector John. Rehill 


were on a Graham Avenue trolley car when 
they saw the smoke coming from the win- 
dows of the building and made an attempt 
to gain an entrance to the building. Pre- 
vented in this, they secured horse blankets, 
and with haif a dozen men held them 
firmly, while they shouted to the impris- 
oned inmates to jump one by one, his 
several of them did, and were caught in 
the blankets and escaped injury. 

During the excitement everybody had for- 
gotten to turn in an alarm of fire, and ft 
was some time before an alarm was sent 
in. When the firemen reached the scene 
they qttickly rescued those who were still 
in the burning building. One of the first 


~ to srpese at an open window after the fire 


had been discovered was Mrs. Rotgezer 
with her two-months-old infant. The wo- 
man climbed out upon the sill while the 
crowd tried to persuade her to wait until 
blankets could be secured, but instead she 
jumped to the street and struck the pave- 
ment on her head, crushing her skull. She 
was killed instantly, while the infant es- 
caped with a few cuts and bruises. An- 
other child, three years old, ae to 
Mrs. Rotgezer was rescued by the fire- 
men. 

Calis were sent to St. Catharine’s and the 
Williamsburg Hospitals for ambulances, 
and ag soon as their injuries were dressed 
the injured were removed to the hospitals. 

When the fire had been extinguished the 
two Beck children, Willie and Annie, were 
found dead in the building. The children 
had evidently started to escape from the 
building by the ladder leading to the roof. 
but had evidently been overcome by smoke. 
suffocated, and burned. The boy was found 
at the head of the stairs, while the girl 
was at the foot of the ladder leading to 
the roof. Both bodies were badly charred.

- BOERS STILL FORMIDABLE. 


London Papers Publish Discouraging 
Advices—Censorship Is More 


Severe. 

LONDON, Aug. 31.—Some interesting 
side lights are thrown on the South African 
war by advices published to-day. 

A dispatch from Cape Town to The Daily 
Mail indicates that Scheeper’s commando 
has now moved to the southwest and in- 
vaded a part of Cape Colony previously 
undisturbed by the Boers, while more se 
vere restrictions have been imposed with 
the object of preventing communication be- 
tween Cape Town and the newly disturbed 
areas, 

The Cologne Gazette’s correspondent in 
Cape Town declares that all Cape Colony 
is a “seething mass of disorder and 
alarm.” He asserts also that the Boers 
are receiving support from all sides. 

Edgar Wallace, writing to The Daily 
Mail, expresses a decided opinion that 
Lord Kitchener’s banishment proclamation 
will not result in the surrender of a single 
important commandant, and that much se- 


verer penalties are needed, the only useful 

policy being vigorous military measures. 
In the early part of August a correspond- 

ent of The Morning Post had a long talk 


with Lord Kitchener, from which he 
gathered that “it is not Lord Kitchener, 
but the Government that is to blame for 
many of the present evils.”” Lord Kitch- 
ener, it seems, complained that the home 
Government continually worried him about 
trivial details, ‘‘ merely to reply to Parlia- 
mentary heckling,’’ and that this compelled 
him to enforce a strict censorship over 
telegrams, although personally he objected 
to the present system. He said he thought 
correspondents ought to have greater lib- 
erty and to be made responsible for their 
statements. He avoided expressing any 
opinion about the “ approaching end of the 
war,” and dissuaded the correspondent 
from speaking concerning it. 

Both Tne Morning Post and The Standard 
give information about the concentration 
caimfps, and confirm the reports of very 
heavy mortality there, especially among 
the children in July. This is said to be 
‘largely due to the ignorance and unsani- 
tary habits of the Boers’’; but conditions 
are rapidly improving. At the beginning of 
August there were 100,000 persons in the 
concentration camps. 

A correspondent of The Morning Post as- 
serts that the Boer refugees get eighteen 
pounds in rations per ead as against 
twelve pounds per head given to British 
loyalists, and he recommends, as politically 
and economically advisable, that the Boers 
be removed to the coast. 


MR. CLEVELAND’S “SHORT” FISH 


Member of His Party Fined in Pitts- 
field, Mass., for Breaking Game Laws.

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O'NEILL'S DEFUNGE 
MAKES A BREACH 


Devery Disobeys the Order of 
Commissioner Murphy. 


Police Head will Now Supervise Trans- 


fers—O'Neili’s Victory—Repeats 


His Charges—His Action Stirs 


the Department. 


Patrolman Edward O’Neill has succeede 
in disturbing the entire Police Department. 
The threatened transfer of the policeman 
which moved him to defy Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery at the police trials on Thurs- 
day, has caused more anxiety in the de- 
partment than, as a policeman expressed 
it, “‘all the Lexow committees, Committees 
of Fifteen, Parkhurst societies, Justice 
Jeromes, and District Attorneys combined 
could have done in ten years.” s 

The real import of O’Neill’s action was 
not appreciated until yesterday. His calm 
and positive reiteration of all that he had 
said to Mr. Devery in the heat of passion 
at what he regarded as an unjust trial 
made every member of the police force 
realize, as some of them said, that deter- 
mination meant more than -dollars and 
cents used for ‘ shake-down” purposes. 

O'Neill not only won a victory in being 
transferred back to the Tremont Station 
from the East Fifty-first Street Station, 
but it was generally understood that the 
thirty days’ fine imposed by Deputy Com- 
missioner Devery would never be enforced. 
Although the Deputy Commissioner an- 
nounced that he would prefer charges 
against Policeman O’Neill for insubordina- 
tion, there was a belief that these charges 
would never be filed. This belief was based 
on the emphatic declaration of Commis- 
sioner Murphy that he would stand by 
O'Neill and would not allow him to be 
transferred again. 


BREACH AT HEADQUARTERS. 


In addition to all these circumstances, it 
became evident yesterday that Policeman 
O’Neill had caused a serious breach be- 
tween the Commissioner and his First 
Deputy. On Thursday Commissioner Mur- 
phy ordered the policeman retransferred 
to the Tremont Station, the transfer to 
take place at once. 

This order was conveyed to Senior In- 
spector Cortright, and it was supposed to 
be obeyed. Commissioner Murphy left 
Headquarters at noon on Thursday, and 
after that hour Mr. Devery was in supreme 
control. He at once countermanded the 
order for the transfer of Policeman O'Neill. 
The result was that the policeman did 
duty Thursday night in the Bast Fifty- 
first Street Precinct. 

When Commissioner Murphy heard of this 
yesterday, his indignation could not be 
concealed. He at once demanded an ex- 
planation, and this not being satisfactory, 
he issued an order himself that Policeman 
O'Neill be returned to Tremont at 8 o’clock 
this morning, at the same tire declaring, 
as stated, that he would protect the po- 


liceman from further transfers. 

Policeman O'Neill was at Headquarters 
yesterday on a summons from the Com- 
missioner, and was then subjected to an 
examination, which was later made public 
by Commissioner Murphy. In this exam- 
ination the policeman repeated his charges 
that an attempt had been made to collect 
money from him in order to save him from 
being transferred. As soon as his visit at 
Headquarters was ended he started for the 
District Attorney’s office, where he saw 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan. Mr. 
Garvan would not disclose in detail what 
took place at the conference between him- 
self and the policeman. However, he said: 

What O'Neill said to me in the heat of 
passion on Thursday, after he had been 
unjustly tried, he repeated to-day word for 
word and in every detail. He did this when 
he realized what he as an individual pa- 
trolman was doing against his supertors.’’ 

When Policeman O'Neill reached Head- 
quarters at 10:30 o’clock every Dereon there 
was on the watch for him. e is tall and 
slim, with a sandy mustache and com- 
plexion. He walked with a determined but 
not defiant air. He went directly up stairs 
to Commissioner Murphy’s ro6m and was 
at once admitted. He remained there for 
some time and then he came down and en- 
tered the ante-room of Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery’s office. While he sat there 
Mr. Devery came out and passed him with- 
out speaking. The Deputy Commissioner 
hurried up stairs to consult with Commis- 
sioner Murphy. A reporter went into Mr. 
Devery’s ante-room and attempted to enter 
into conversation with Policeman O’Neill. 
genom | a Roundsman appeared and said 
to O'Neill: 

“‘T thought I told you not to talk to re- 
porters.” 


COL. MURPHY’S ACTION. 


Then the Roundsman ordered O'Neill to 
go into the Deputy Commissioner’s private 
office. Then Commissioner Murphy sent 
word that he wanted to see all the report- 
ers in his office. There they found the 
Commissioner seated at his desk with Dep- 
uty Commissioner Devery at his right and 
Policeman O’Neill standing in front of him. 
There is a private stdirway connecting the 
Commissioner’s office with that of his 
Deputy, and O’Neill had been taken up this 
stairway.

I had some Summer clothes 
which cost me $75 that have been kept from me 
ever since, Yesterday there was a counter- 
charge brought against me that I used a horse 
up. I never laid a horse up in my life, because 
if I was a man to lay a horse up I would not 
have carried a dispatch seventy-five miles in 
one day, resting for two hours. 

Q.—Another thing I want to know is, were 
you asked for money for the three-platoon sys- 
tem? This statement appears in some of the 
papers as having been uttered by you? A.—No, 
Sir. I never paid a cent in my life for a trans- 
fer or anything else in that line, but I have 
been asked for money, but not for the three- 
platoon system. 

Q.—I want to say to you, O'Neill, that I have 
a fellow-feeling for a soldier, but I do not want 
any man to be bullied or taken advantage of. 
A.—When I was near Madison Street, where I 
lived and had a small family growing up— 

Q.—Why didn’t you come to me as you did 
yesterday? A.—I managed to get back near home 
for a time, but in a week’s time I was trans- 
ferred again. 

Q.—Why didn’t you come to me? It is known 
all through the department that I send my 
men as near their home precincts as I possibly 
can on application from them. Well, I am very 
giad for your sake as well as for the sake 
of the department that the statement published 
as having been made by you is untrue—the one 
with reference to the three-platoon system. A.— 
No, Sir. I have never been asked for money 
in regard to that. 

Q.—I am very glad to hear you say it. Now, 
I want to say this: You shall not be injured 
and you will not be transferred away from home 
again, and if anybody attempts it let me know 
either in writing or in person. I may be too 
busy to see you, but if I am too busy to see 
you, you can write me a letter and lay it before 
me. Now, unless you have some suggestion to 
make, that is all I want to say to you, and I 
repeat that I’m very glad that the statement 
in the paper is untrue. A.—Most of what ap- 
peared in the papers is untrue, Commissioner. 

Q.—Well? A.—You transferred me to. Tre- 
mont, 

Q.—I transferred you to Tremont? A.—Yes, 
Commissioner, at my own request. I came to 
you and asked you to transfer me to that pre- 
cinct, and in a very short time I was retrans- 
ferred.

DEVERY FORCED TO EXPLAIN. 


The statement was signed by O'Neill. The 
rather abrupt ending with the words ‘*‘ Send 
for Inspector Cortright ’’ caused some com- 
ment, especially when the Inspector hur- 
ried up stairs and was then informed by 
Commissioner Murphy that he was not 
needed. It was learned later that the 
Commissioner had received full informa- 
tion as to why his orders were not carried 


out, and that he had determined to handle 
some of the transfers himself in the future. 

Notwithstanding the Commissioner's dec- 
laration that he would stand by Policeman 
O'Neill in the future, Deputy Commissioner 
Devery as a parting word turned to the re- 
porters and said: 

_‘ I want to make the announcement that 
I'm going to prefer a complaint of insubor- 
dination against O'Neill for what occurred 
in the trial room yesterday.” 

Commissioner Murphy shook his head at 
this remark. The Commissioner was then 
asked a number of questions about the 
transfer of patrolmen “for the good of the 
service. 

In a long explanation he said that some- 
times Captains did not like men under them 
and they would request the transfers. The 
Captains of the precincts to which the men 
had been transferred would find them unde- 
Sirable, and they in their turn would cause 
another transfer. 

The Commissioner also spoke of ‘“ other 
influences "' as causes for transfers, but de- 
clined to say what these were, concluding 
his remarks with these words: 

“Transfers are made just as often as 
they are necessary. They are made because 
they are necessary, and the reasons for do- 
ing so are substantial.”’ 

Deputy Commissioner Devery had been 
moving about uneasily in his chair during 
this talk, and finally he interrupted with 
the words: 

‘O'Neill was transferred because he de- 
served it, He abused his horse and he did 
nee that a good policeman should not 

0. 

Mr. Devery was referring to the transfer 
from the mounted squad when he was Chief 
of Police. It was after this transfer that 
the attempted ‘‘ shake down"’ was made. 
Commissioner Murphy elevated his eye- 
brows in surprise at his subordinate’s say- 
ing that O'Neill's transfers were justified. 

With the announcement from Commis- 
sioner Murphy that O'Neill would go back 
to Tremont this morning the scene at Police 
Headquarters closed. 

Policeman O'Neill after he left the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, went on duty at the 
East Fifty-first Street Station. He re- 
mained there until midnight, when he went 
to his home on Edgecombe Avenue, near 
Clinton Place, in the Bronx, which is near 
his old precinct. 


WILL NOT NAME THE MAN. 


When seen by reporters the policeman de- 
clined to say anything about the “ hold up” 
of $75 worth of his Summer clothing, or 
name the man who had demanded the 
money from him in order to keep him in the 
mounted squad, 

O'Neill is not a member of the Patrol- 
men’s Association and he declares that he 


has never paid one cent as an assessment, 
although money had been demanded from 


im. 

The fact that Policeman O'Neill has not 
paid any money is conceded in the District 
Attorney's office to be a bar to any possible 
criminal .prosecution growing out® of his 
charges. if, however, any attempt is made 
to enforce the thirty days’ fine imposed 
upon him, he will be advised to apply to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of certiorari to 
review the proceedings before Deputy Com- 
missioner Devery, on the ground that the 
Deputy Commissioner refused to hear the 
witnesses who were present in O'Neill's 
behalf, and further that he conducted him- 
self in such a way at the hearing as would 
warrant the impeachment of aytrial Judge 
who used the same methods. 

Policeman O'Neill was seen again last 
might at his post at Fifth Avenue and 

ifty-fourth Street. He said: 

“What I said about ‘ shake-downs’ goes. 
Of course, Deputy Commissioner Devery is 
not the man who Came to me and demand- 
ed money. He’s not such a fool as that. 
A man in the Police Department who has 
what you might call a traveling commis- 
sion—a man who is undoubtedly in touch 
with the heads of the department—came to 
me and told me that if | would ‘ put up’ 
the necessary amount I could get a beat 
which would be satisfactory to me. I 
wouldn't, and I was shifted around, 

“That's the way it is all through the de- 

artment. Thieves, disorderly women, and 
saloon keepers and gamblers are not the 
enly ones that are ‘shaken down.’ It's 
pretty tough when the heads of the depart- 
ment ‘shake-down’ the men under them, 
but that is the system in vogue in the 
Police Department in the City of New 
York to-day. 


INFLUENCE AND “PULL.” 


“Men having court and other snap de- 
tails have been known to get those jobs

through their pull, or through fanancial in- 
fluence, after being on the force for only 
a year or two, while other men who are 


square and honest are compelled to walk 
the pavement for yous simply because 
they will not subscribe to the police fund. 
‘Police Commissioner Murphy I think, 
is honest, but he is merely a {gurehead. 
Devery is the man that runs things. I do 
not care to express my opinion of him I 
again ‘stand pat’ on what I said when I 
was before every Thursday afternoon.

YORK EXONERATES CALLAN. 


Case of the Brooklyn Policeman Who 
Assaulted a War Veteran Decided 
After 100 Days. 


After considering the matter for 100 days, 
Deputy Police Commissioner York yester- 
day announced that he had dismissed the 
charges of assault against Patrolman Nich- 
olas F. Callan of the Grand Avenue Police 
Station. The charges were preferred by 
Capt. Michael F. O'Rourke, a Spanish war 
veteran, who lives at 987 Bergen Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Capt. O'Rourke, at 8 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of March 12 was returning to his home 
after a theatre party, and had reached a 


Een near his residence when, according to 
iis evidence at the trial, he saw Policeman 
Callan walking with a woman. He paid no 
attention to the couple. but the officer 
turned and asked, *“‘ What in — are 
looking at?”’ 

Capt. O'Rourke made no reply, and the 
policeman, accusing him of being intoxi- 
cated, struck him two upward blows with 
the end of his club under the ae. fractur- 
ing it at each blow. The policeman then 
called a patrol wagon and had Capt. 
Aaa ra taken to the Grand Avenue Polloe 

ation. 

Sergt. Gregory, who was on duty at the 
desk, locked the prisoner up in a cell and 
did not call for an ambulance. Finally it 
was found necessary to do so, and the in- 
jured man was taken to the Seney Hospital. 
He remained there for seven weeks. As 
soon as he was discharged from the hospi- 
tal Capt. O'Rourke preferred charges 
against the policeman. 

At the trial, which occupied three days, 
Policeman_Callan denied the assault, say- 
ing that Capt. O’Rourke had received his 
injuries by falling to the pavement. Am- 
bulance Surgeon Dancy, who attended the 
prisoner, testified that it was impossible 
for him to have received such injuries as 
his by a fall. Several witnesses also tes- 
tified that they had seen Policeman Callan 
strike Capt. O’Rourke. Callan and his wit- 
nesses tried to prove that O’Rourke was 
intoxicated when he was injured. At the 
close of the case the Deputy Commissioner 
reserved decision. 

Since then Mr. York has been made the 
subject of much adverse criticism for his 
delay in the matter, and he was accused 
of unjustly shielding the officer. In reply 
Mr. York said that he would dispose of 
the case in its regular order. He said that 
he would have disposed of the matter some 
time ago had it not been for criticism. 

Capt. O'Rourke yesterday morning vis- 
ited the Deputy Commissioner and asked 
him if he had come to any decision in the 


matter. : 
said Mr. York. ‘“* Why, 


you 


‘Your case?” 
yes. I have dismissed it.” 

Then he turned and walked away. 

Callan, the accused policeman, was at 
one time & pusitist, and it is reported that 
Inspector McLaughlin, the commanding of- 
ficer of the Brooklyn police, aided him in 
getting on the force. Up to a year ago he 
was personal aide to McLaughlin. Before 
he became a policeman Callan was known 
as the ‘‘ strong boy.”’ 


KIDNAPPING LETTER WRITER. 


Alleged Confession of Man Who Threat- 
ened Thomas A. Edison and Others. 
ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 30.—It is reported 

here that John Kinney, an Italian, who 

at one time lived at the Mills Hotel, in 

Bleecker Street, New York, is the author 

of the mysterious kidnapping letters that 

were addressed to Thomas A. Edison, J. 

Warren Smith, and Victor Bianchi, a few 

months ago. 

The local police refused to discuss the 
matter, but the story has it that the man 
made an offer in a roundabout way that if 


assured of immunity he would reveal the 
author of the letters. By means of a per- 
sonal advertisement in a New York news- 
paper he was located by the police, and has 
since made a confession that he wrote the 
letters. In response to a demand of Police 
Captain Leary he is also said to have writ- 
ten letters to the men he threatened, con- 
fessing and making an apology. 

Capt. Leary is to appear before the Grand 
Jury next month to secure an indictment. 
In the meantime Kinney is under surveil- 
lance, and may be arrested at any time. 

The en en letters were all apparently 
printed with small rubber type on pieces 
of wrapping paper, and many words were 
misspelled with an apparent effort to con- 
vey the idea that the writer was an illiter- 
ate person. 

At Mills Hotel No, 1, in Bleecker Street, 
last night, they said that they did not 
know Any one of the name of John Kinney, 
but that, up to two months ago, a John 
Kenny was stopping there. He was there 
at the time of the Baby Clark abduction 
case, and was quite a friend of the nurse 
girl, Belle Anderson, who figured prom- 
inently in that affair. He had also shown 
a special interest in the case. He did not 
appear to be engaged in any kind of work, 
and. they had never heard what his occu- 
pation was, or whether he bad any. He 
paid for his room regularly, they said. 

He was described at the hotel as being 
about 5 feet 6 inches in height, with rather 
light complexion, smooth face, and weigh- 
ing about 180 pounds. He went away very 
suddenly. At Police Headquarters no in- 
formation had been received as to the al- 
leged confession, and no inquiries concern- 
ing the alleged kidnapper had been received 
from New Jersey.

HERLIHY’S DEMURRER UPHELD 


Exceptions Taken to All the Recorder’s 
Rulings Against Capt. Diamond— 
Pleas for Delay Vain. 


Recorder Goff, before leaving the Gen- 
eral Sessions bench yesterday for at least 
two months, materially changed the status 
of the prosecutions for neglect of duty now 
pending against Police Capt. Thomas J. 
Diamond of the Fifteenth Precinct, and 
‘“‘ Wardman” Hdward G. Glennon, Sergeant 
John Sheils, and Patrolman John Dwyer of 
the Tenderloin precinct. ‘ 

Much to the surprise of the District At- 
torney’s staff, the demurrers to the in- 
dictment against Capt. John D. Herlihy, 
found June 25 last for neglect of duty in 
failing to suppress 109 disorderly houses 
in the so-called ‘‘ Red Light’’ district, were 
sustained and the indictment dismissed. 

Capt. Thomas J. Diamond, whose lawyers, 
since Aug. 13, the date of his indictment, 
have endeavored successfully to delay all 
preliminary court proceedings, was at last 
compelled to plead. His counsel received 
permission to inspect the minutes of the 
Grand Jury before the plea, but the per- 
mission was granted by the Recorder with 
a Mmitation, to the effect that no motion 
to dismiss the indictment shall be made as 
a result of the examination of the minutes. 

‘“Wardman” Glennon, Sergeant Sheils, 
and Patrolman Dwyer, were also required 
to plead to the indictments against them, 
despite the request of ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgeway, their counsel, for 
delay. 


HERLIHY WINS A VICTORY. 


Demurrer to the Indictment Against 
Him Sustained—The District At- 


torney Disappointed. 

The announcement yesterday of the dis- 
missal of the indictment for neglect of 
duty against Capt. Herlihy was made by 
Clerk Gallagher in the Recorder’s Court. 

‘“‘The demurrer to the indictment against 
John D. Herlihy is sustained,’ he cried in 
a loud voice just before Capt. Thomas J. 
Diamond was atraigned. 

This unexpected decision caused much 
surpfise among those present. Assistant 
District Attorney Gans, who drew the in- 
dictment, after he had read the Recorder's 
argument said: 

“The dismissal of the indictment is a 
great disappointment to us. We are un- 
decided at present whether to appeal from 
the Recorder’s ruling or to resubmit the 
case to the Grand Jury.” 

The indictment against Capt. Herlihy 
charged him with failing to suppress 109 
disorderly houses on the east side from the 
22d day of September, 1899, to Nov. 18, 
1900. 

Abram I. Elkus, the Captain’s counsel, in 
terposed the demurrer on the following 
grounds: 

First, That the facts stated do not con- 
stitute a crime. 


Second, That more than one crime is 
charged in the indictment. 

Third, That it does not contain a plain 
and concise statement of the act consti- 
tuting the crime. 

On the latter ground the demurrer was 
sustained. 

The Recorder, however, sustained the con- 
tention of the District Attorney that it is 
legal to charge Capt. Herlihy with neglect 
of duty in failing to suppress the 109 dis- 
orderly houses, instead of specifying, as 
has been the custom heretofore, neglect in 
regard to one specific instance at some 
specific time. The Recorder in his deci- 
s10n says: 

“The Code provides that only one crime 
must be charged in the indictment. It is 
claimed in this demurrer’ that willfully 
omitting to suppress 109 houses constitutes 
109 crimes and that heretofore many are 
charged. 

‘While it is true that one act*of com- 
mission or omission may constitute a crime 
it is also true that neglect may consist 
of a series of acts of omission in fail- 
ing to perform a duty or in not doing 
things which one ought and has the power 


o do. 

“While I have been unable to find the 
ease of indictment charging neglect of 
duty in the precise form adopted here, yet 
in principle and from analogy of adjudi- 
cation cases I am led to the conclusion 
that either at common law or under our 
system of pleading the indictment charges 
but one crime; that but one judgment can 
be pronounced and one punishment in- 
flicted, and that the defendant can plead 
the indictment in bar to any subsequent 
prosecution for any of the acts alleged 
therein." 

In respect to the allegation that the tuw- 
dictment contained no plain and concise 
statement of the crime, the Recorder says: 

“A form of pleading has been adopted 
which I consider dangerous to establish as 
a precedent and which is a radical, de- 
parture from safe and well recognized rules. 
It is alleged that there were 109 houses of 
‘ll fame in the precinct. They are grouped 
together and characterized by one designa- 
tion covering a period of time of fourteen 
months. When it is remembered that the 
proving of the existence of any one house of 
ill fame out of the 109 on any one da 
during that period of time would be suf- 
ficient to carry the case to the jury it 
will be manifest what an advantage the 
prosecution would have and what a cor- 
responding disadvantage would weigh upon 
the defendant. 

‘A defendant is entitled to know what he 
has to meet, and the channel through 
which this information is to be conveyed 
is the indictment, which must contain a 
plain statement of the act. To be piain it 
must ‘be definite and certain. While the 
or aa is plain the statement is indef- 
nite.”’ 


CAPT. DIAMOND ARRAIGNED. 


The Recorder's Adverse Decision on 
His Counsel’s Demurrer—How 


His Case Stands Now. 

Assistant District Attorney Gans caused 
Capt. Diamond's case to be placed on Re- 
corder Goff's calendar for pleading yester- 
day after Justice Giegerich, in the Supreme 
Court, had modified Justice Dykman’s 
stay. In view of the fact that late Thurs- 
day afternoon, after signing his order, Jus- 
tice Giegerich had told Mr. Gans and Capt. 
Diamond's counsel that the customary 
twenty-four hours would be allowed for 
the settlement of the order, there was 
some question as to when it would become 
effective. 

The twenty-four hours allowed would 
have hrought the time up to about 4:30 
yesterdav afternoon. The District Attor- 
ney’s position has been, however, that Jus- 
tice Dykman had no authority to grant the 
stay ‘‘of all proceedings,’ and merely out 
of, courtesy to the Supreme bench, it was 
sald, was the case not put on the calen- 
dar before Wsterday. Feeling that the 
modification of the stay obviated the possi- 
bility of his action being construed as dis- 
courteous to the Supreme bench, the pub- 
lic prosecutor served notice on (apt.

H. VIGTOR NEWCOMB SANE| 


Court So Declares and Orders that 
He Be Discharged. 


Had Been Confined in a Sanitarium on 
His Wife’s and Son’s Complaint— 
Once Prominent in Wall Street. 


H. Victor Newcomb, at one time a well- 
known figure in Wall Street, was yester- 
day discharged from a sanitarium where 
he had been for two years by Justice Gleg- 
erich, in the Supreme Court, the Justice 
signing the report made a few days ago 
by Referee Peter B. Olney, who adjudged, 
after a lengthy investigation extending 
over a period of nearly a year, that the 
plaintiff was competent and able to man- 
age his own affairs. 

The case has been fought bitterly and 
determinedly by both sides. The referee 
heard the testimony of nearly 200 witnesses. 
The transcript of this testimony covers 
2,000 or more typewritten pages, and re- 
views the family history of the Newcombs 
for fifteen years. The opposing lawyers 
were Gignoux & Gignoux, with De Lancey 
Nicoll as counsel, for Mr. Newcomb; Har- 
rison, Seasongood & Edwards, with Burton 
N. Harrison as counsel, for Mrs. Newcomb 
and Herman D. Newcomb, her son, and 
Swayne, Swayne, Morris & Fay for J. An- 
derson Hawes, appointed committee for Mr. 
Newcomb at the time of his commitment 
on Aug. 5,, 1899, 

H. Victot Newcomb was born in Louts- 
ville in 1844. His father was President of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. He 
was elected to the same position after his 
father’s death. In 1881, after resigning the 


Presidency on account of ill-health, he 
came to New York and established the 
United States National Bank, at 35 Nassau 
Street, and became its President. Associ- 
ated with him in the management of the 
bank were Gen. Grant, Morris K. Jesup, 
William R. Travers, and Henry B. Hyde. 

In 1891 his health again began to fail, 
and with his son, Herman, he went to 
Europe. They returned in November of 
that year on the steamship Teutonic, and 
it was deposed by his son that on the voy- 
age over Mr. Newcomb became possessed 
of the idea that Henry M. Stanley, the 
African explorer, who was aboard the ship, 
had designs on his life. It was set forth 
by his wife and son that he was addicted 
to the use of chloral. He was confined for 
a time in a sanitarium at Falkirk, Central 
Valley, N. Y., but after undergoing treat- 
ment there for a time was pronounced 
cured and discharged. 

Mr. Newcomb owns a city residence at 
683 Fifth Avenue, where his wife has lived. 
He also owns a country home at Elberon, 
N. J. In July, 1899, his wife petitioned that 
he again be examined as to his sanity, de- 
claring her husband was not cured of the 
chloral habit. Dr. Cyrus Edson, Mr. New- 
comb’s physician, also testified that his 
patient was using chloral to excess, and 
that his eccentricities were pronounced. On 
Aug. 6 of that year he was taken before a 
Sheriff’s jury and adjudged insane, and was 
again confined in the sanitarium at Central 
Valley, at which place he remained until 
the following December. 

An appeal was made to the Supreme 
Court, and he was allowed to leave the 
sanitarium on parole, his son-in-law, Regi- 
nald H. Ward, bringing him to this city, 
where he stayed at the Hotel Grenoble. On 
May 1 following his attorneys. petitioned 
the Supreme Court to have his committce, 
J. Anderson Hawes, discharged, on the 
ground that Mr. Newcomb was able to 
manage his own affairs. The motion was 
contested by his wife and son, and also by 
Mr. Hawes, through his counsel, Gen. 
Swayne. On May 16 following Justice 
Fitzgerald handed down his decision deny- 
ing the suit of Mr. Newcomb, but ordered 
that testimony should be taken on the case 
relative to the mental condition of Mr. 
Newcomb, and appointed “Peter B. Olney 
of 31 Nassau Street as referee. 

The investigation begen in November of 
last year, and has been carried on inter- 
mittently up to July 1, when it was closed. 

Referee Olney, after giving the testimony 
a month's consideration, decided in his 
judgment Mr. Newcomb was competent and 
returned his decision to the Supreme Court, 
Justice Giegerich signing the order which 
released the committee from any further 
responsibility and making Mr. Newcomb 
the executor of his own affairs. 

During the progress of the investigation 
Mr. Newcomb testified in his own behalf 
and made an excellent impression. He said 
that his relations with his son for the last 
ten years were not pleasant, He declared 
that his son on one oceasion at a dinner 
he was giving to ex-President Harrison 
had refused to come to the dinner table, 
much to his embarrassment. ; 

He also stated that when he went to see 
Gen. Grant while the latter was ill and 
shortly before his death that his son’s be- 
havior was not as it should have been. 

Herman Newcomb, the son, also testified 
as to the coolness which had existed for a 
long time between him and his father. fic 
was asked by Mr. Nicoll as to his father’s 
statement that he was always armed. He 
admitted that he carried a pistol, ‘but that 
he had a permit to do.so from Mayor 
Strong. He stated in reply to Mr. Nicoll’s 
questioning on the subject that he had sev- 
eral different kinds of weapons in the house 
on Fifth Avenue. ‘Mr. Nicoll asked him if 
he didn’t have a small arsenal there and 
for what reason he required it. He replied 
that his father had taught him that every 
good Kentuckian carried a revolver. 


TO BE A FEDERAL JUDGE. 


George B. Adams of This City Appointed 


to Succeed Judge Addison Brown. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.~—The President 
to-day appointed George B. Adams of New 
York to be United States District Judge 

for the Southern District of New York. 


Mr. Adams, who is a member of the firm 
of Wilcox, Adams & Green, was born in 
Philadelphia in 1845. He served as a pri- 
vate with the three-months’ volunteers who 
responded to President Lincoln's first call 
in 1861. He volunteered again in 1863, at 
the time of Lee’s invasion of Pennsylvania, 
and afterward he entered the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department of the army, in which he 
was employed until 1871, when he entered 


mercantile pursuits. Five years later he 
began the study of law in the office of 
Frederick S. Dickson, in Philadelphia, and 
practiced law in Philadelphia from 1878 
until 1883, when he entered the office of 
Beebe & Wilcox, an old firm of admiralty 
lawyers in this city. 

in 1884, after the death of Judge Beebe, 
the firm of Wilcox, Adams & Macklin was 
formed, and subsequentiy Herbert Green 
took the place of Mr. Macklin in the firm. 
The principal business of the firm was the 
handling of cases connected with shipping. 

When Judge Addison Brown resigned, a 
meeting of the Admiralty ‘Bar in July 
adopted a resolution asking the President to 
appoint Mr. Adams. Mr. Adams was waited 
upon by representatives of the Admiralty 
Bar and agreed to take the place if it was 
tendered to him, and a committee, consist- 
ing of R. D. Benedict, Henry G. Ward, and 
Everett P. Wheeler, presented a memorial 
to the President, urging the appointment 
of Mr. Adams. 


REPORT ON FOREIGN NAVIES. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Capt. Charles 
D. Sigsbee, Chief of the Office of Naval In- 
telligence, made public to-day the bureau's 
annual publication entitled ‘*‘ Notes on Na- 
val Progress,"’ which sets forth in a com- 
prehensive way the advance’ that has been 
made in the foreign navies. 

A noteworthy statement is that the new 
German battle fleet will be practically com- 
plete when the vessels laid down in 1905 
are completed, instead of in 1916, as for- 
merly proposed: Vessels laid down .after 
1905 will be either for foreign service or the 


non-active fleet. 

The subject of wireless telegraphy, as 
bearing on naval progress, is treated at 
length, and it is stated that great progress 
has been made abroad with this new means 
of communication during the past year, par- 
ticularly in increasing the distances over 
which messages can be sent and in provid- 
ing means to guard against confusion 
where messages cross one another. It is 
shown that the British, French, German, 
Japanese, Russian, Italian, Spanish, and 
Swedish navies have adopted wireless teleg- 
raphy to a greater or less extent. : 

To give an idea of the fighting strength 
of the seven principal navies of the world, 
a table is submitted, showing the following 
tonnage of ships built. building, and to be 
built: England, 1,766.855; France, 781.005; 
Russia, 552,545; United States, 507,494; Ger- 
many, 458,482; Italy, 322,707; Japan, 251.493. 

Naval appropriations for the present fis- 
cal year are statéd as follows: England,

$149,755,620, an increase of more than $10,- 
000,600 as compared with last year; France, 
$63,244,658; Russia, $50,005,297, an increase

* President Cleveland writes accepting in- 
vitation Founder's per: Write him par- 
ticulars. “ ANDREW CARNEGIE.” 

Two previous efforts have been made to 
secure the ex-President as the orator on 
Founder's Day, but Mr. Cleveland could 
not be induced to consent until this year, 
when Mr. Carnegie entered heartily into 
the matter with the above result. 

Mr. Cleveland has not announced the sub- 
ject of his address, but he will be allowed 
full freedom in its selection.

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NEWPORT’S MOTOR RACES 


Society Witnessed Thrilling Con- 
tests by Wealthy Amateurs. 


W.K.VANDERBILT, JR., CHAMPION 


Young Millionaire Made the Fastest 
Time with His Big Machine and 
Won Chief Event. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 30.—The auto- 
mobile races of the National Automobile 
‘Association, which as the result of an in- 
junction could not be held on Ocean Drive, 
were decided at Aquidneck Park this aft- 
ernoon-in short order. Wiiliam K. Vander- 
bilt, Jr., the President of the organization, 
not only was prominent in the admirable 
gmanagement of the events, but he operat- 
ed his own machine in four races, made 
the best time on the track, and won the 


championship cup. 

Fully 7,000 people went to the park in all 
forts of vehicles, and during the important 
races expressed their enthusiasm in cheers 
and loud applause. The Newport cot- 
tagers were most prominent in the gather- 
ing, of course, but every leading family 
Jiving here was represented. 

In all there were sixteen heats to decide 
six races, but the event attracting most 
interest and arousing the greatest excite- 
ment was that between young Mr. Van- 
derbilt in his new German racer of thirty- 
five-horse power and Foxhall Keene, in a 
machine ‘of fully sixty-horse power. Each 
had won preliminary heats. Mr. Keene, in 
his contest with David W. Bishop, hed 
something of a walk-over, making the five 
miles in 8 minutes and 2 seconds, and 
being far ahead at the finish. Mr. Van- 
derbilt, however, in his race with William 
N. Murray, had no easy victory. He gained 
an advantage at the start and was able to 
keep it, but his opponent was never more 
than five seconds behind, and altogether it 
was the closest race of the day among the 
larger machines. Mr. Vanderbilt’s time for 


the -five miles was 7 minutes and 43% sec- 


onds. 

These two victories put Messrs. Vander- 
bilt and Keene in the finals, and this was 
the great event. In this race, as in all 
others in which he appeared, Mr. Vander- 
bilt quickly shot ahead at the start, and at 
the end of the first lap was all of an 
eighth of a mile ahead. It was only a half- 
mile track, and in making the five miles 
the racers were obliged to go ten times 


around. Racing around the sharp turns, 
taking every chance, and leaning far in, 
with only a small strap to support him, 
Mr. Vanderbilt added to his lead in the 
first mile. 

He was 56 seconds in running the half 
and only 1 minute and 36 seconds in run- 
ming the mile. His third half mile was 
Enadle in 41 seconds, the fastest lap of the 
meeting. Half way over the course he had 
Mr.. Keene surely beaten, barring accident, 
and finished the five miles in fine form, a 
winner in 7 minutes and 36% seconds, the 
fastest five miles of the day. In the fourth 
mile one of the forward tires of Mr. 
Keene’s machine became punctured, but 
the accident was not serious enough to put 
him out of the race, and he pluckily kept 


on. 

The last event of the day was the cham- 
pionship race for the winners of all classes, 
ten miles, or twenty times around the track. 
This Mr. Vanderbilt handily won in 15 
minutes and 23% seconds. A noteworthy 
competitor was Kenneth Skinner, on a mo- 
tor tricycle, who was second, covering the 
ten miles in 17 minutes and 25 seconds.

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FUTURITY STAKES TO-DAY 


Famous Race, Worth $45,140, 
Will Be Run at Sheepshead Bay. 


EIGHTEEN NAMED TO START 


W. C. Whitney’s Entry of Three Horses 
the Favorite in the Betting, with J. 
E. Madden’s Entry Next Choice. 


The tried and proved, the very cream of 
the two-year-olds of 1901, and they are 
many, are all in the first great race of the 
Fall campaign on the New York tracks, the 
richest event of the American turf, and the 
most talked of race of tlfe year, the Futur- 
ity Stakes, to be run for this afternoon at 
the Sheepshead Bay track, as the feature 
of the opening of the Autumn season. Not- 
withstanding all prophecies of the Sum- 
mer, and in spite of the general opinion 
that William C. Whitney, with his three 
splendid colts, Nasturtium, Goldsmith, and 
King Hanover, seems to have the big prize 
as good as won, and also in the face of the 
further common belief that if there is a 
contest it will be between Mr. Whitney’s 
trio and the powerful entry of John E. 
Madden, also numbering three, there has 
been found to oppose the two public favor- 
ites a field of generous size and one that 
for class straight through has been ex- 
celled by no Futurity field of years gone 
by, the full list of horses named to Start 
for the great prize numbering eighteen 
horses, and giving promise of a struggle in 
every way worthy of the most valuable 
event of the American turf and the most 
popular fixture ever devised for horses two 
years old, 

With eighteen starters, the worth of the 


stakes will be increased by $4,500 over the 
$40,650 that the forfeits and added money 
amount to, thus giving the race a total 
value of $45,140, and making it the richest 
Futurity since the year of Requital’s vic- 
tory in 1895, when the stakes were worth a 
gross sum of $53,190. The big event to-day 
will be the fourteenth running of the fam- 
ous fixture, and though larger fields have 
started for the stakes, notably twenty- 
three horses on two _ occasions, when 
Chaos won the second Futurity and when 
Martimas won the eleventh, and twenty- 
one horses when in 1881 His Highness 
captured the fourth running of the race, 
there has been no year in the past when 
there were better horses, all through, than 
the eighteen announced to run this after- 
noon at the picturesque Sheepshead Bay 
course. 

The race will be the fourth on the day’s 
card and will be run about 4 o’clock, or at 
least the call to the post for the Futur- 
ity will be sounded about that time, though 
when the battle for the fortune that the 
victory will be worth to the winner’s own- 
er actually will take place will depend en- 
tirely on the ability of the starter to get 
the horses away. That will be no eas 
task, with such rivalry as a Futurity al- 
ways arouses among the riders to be com- 
batted, 

Opinion of the probable outcome of the 
race was expressed last night in the bet- 
ting on the big event, when shrewd horse- 
men eagerly accepted 8 to 5 against the 
Whitney entry and others took 5 to 2 
against the next choice, the Madden en- 
try. These two stables have in the race 
six of the eighteen horses named to run, or 
just one-third of the entire field, the Whit- 
ney three being, as named before, the 
fifty-thousand-dollar Nasturtium and the 
two stake winners, Goldsmith and King 
Hanover, while the Madden entry includes 
the best filly of the East, and in the opin- 
ion of many good judges the best of the 
year, the frequent winner Blue Girl, the 
unbeaten and highly tried Yankee, and the 
fast filly Gunfire. 

Opposed to these six are twelve separate 
entries of other owners, with two horses 
in that number who formerly ,were in 
Madden’s stable, but who have geen sold 
out of that fortunate establishment by the 
Kentucky turfman. These two are the 
much-talked-of maiden, Heno, who is the 
hope of Clarence H. Mackay’s stable for 
the great race, and Fly Wheel, who will 
race to-day es tbe | the colors of Perry 
Belmont. Of the others the most promi- 
nent on actual performance are the fast 
Hyphen, racing for Capt. 8S. 8S. Brown, 
Barron, who will carry the jacket of John 
Daly, Saturday, representing A. H. 
H. Morris; Frank Farrell's De Reszke, 
H. T. Oxnard’s Lux Casta, 

Of all the eighteen who have been spe- 
cially prepared for the famous stake by a 
season of racing and special care at Sara- 
toga, the fastest trial for the race is cred- 
ited to Fly Wheel, who, according to the 
watches of timers, has worked a full six 
furlongs in 1:13%. The next fastest trials 
were by the Whitney pair, Nasturtium 
and King Hanover, with six furlongs in 
1:142-5 to the credit of each. Hyphen, 
Pentecost, and Goldsmith each has 
worked the distance in 1:14 4-5, while every 
other horse in the race has worked in fig- 
ures close to 1:15, time fast enough to win 
in any ordinary race, though from all in- 
dications the winner of the Futurity to-day 
must improve on it quite a little. The en- 
tries for the great race and the card for 
the opening at the Coney Island Jockey 
Club's track to-day follow:

BIG RIFLE SHOOT OPENED 


Competition Begun at Sea Girt (N. 
J.) Range with Two Matches On. 


CAPT. STEBBINS, CUP WINNER 


Columbia Trophy Went to the Fourth 
Regiment of New Jersey—lrish 
Team Scored Well. 


Riflemen of ability and world-wide repu- 
tation were on hand in force yesterday at 
Sea Girt, N. J., when the first real work 
began in the great international and inter- 
State rifle-shooting tournament of the Na- 
tional Rifle Shooting Association of Amer- 
ica. Prominent spectators were numerous, 
and the shooting of the members of the 
crack Irish team was watched with the 
keenest interest. The American team 
members did some good scoring at the 
long ranges, but none of the figures was 
made public, while the Irishmen evinced 
no hesitancy in telling what they scored. 

One of the most interested spectators of 
the Irishmen’s work was Gov. Foster M. 
Voorhees of New Jersey. He compliment- 
ed John Wilson, Captain of the Irish team, 
on the wonderful performance of his men. 
At 900 yards John Morgan of Ireland scored 
10 successive bull’s-eyes, and out of his 
first 22 shots he made 20 bull’s-eyes at 800 
and 900 yards. When each side had fin- 
ished the round of the three distances Mor- 
gan had 135 points out of a possible 150, 
and Robert Duncan, another Ulsterman, 
had a similar score. There was only a 
light wind in evidence while the men were 
firing over the shorter ranges, but when 
they began at 1,000 yards there was a 
fitful, puffy wind which bothered them, 
and the scoring became irregular at this 
distance. J. R. Williams of Belfast made 
the top score of 45 out of a possible 50. 
His total for the three ranges was 134. 

The next best work done was that of 
Major J. K. Millner, whose name has been 
identified with international rifle shooting 
since 1874, when the Irish team first visit- 


ed Creedmoor. While he has not been at 
his best for some months, he shot very 
we to-day, and his aggregate score was 
Among the American’ representatives 
who participated on the long range work 
were Dr. udson, William DeV. Foulke, 
Capt. Whittaker, H. M. Pope and other 
members of the New Jersey Rifle Associa- 
tion. They all acquitted themselves credi- 
tably. While the scores of the American 
a were not made known, it was 
generally understood that their shooting 
was not as good as that of the visitors. 
The present tournament is undoubtedly 
the most important rifle event ever held in 
this country, t it was opened in a most 
simple manfier. General Bird W. Spencer, 
President of the National Association, de- 
clared the tourney opened about 10 o'clock, 
and the clear notes of the bugle were 
quickly responded to by scores of men who 
began firing at the targets from the 200 
to 800 yard ranges. 

The only two big events of the day oc- 
curred in the afternoon, these being the 
Columbia trophy match and the Inspec- 
tors’ match. The former was confined to 
teams of six men each, open only to teams 
from New Jersey regiments, the cup being 
iven by the District of Columbia soldiers. 
he Fourth Regiment of Jersey City won 
for the third successive year, beating the 
First Regiment of Newark by only ten 
oints, the total score being 248 to 231.

One of the most striking features in fashion as it is seen at 
Trouville and one which has given an air of originality to the evening 
entertainments and reunions at the Casino has been the adoption of 
decollete dresses worn together with the hat.

resort on the Normandy coast, and nothing could be more in keep- 
ing with the exigencies of the ‘‘toilette moderne.’’ The low, wide 
coiffure of the elegante harmonizes delightfully with the soft, - undulat- 
ing, clinging dresses now universally adopted, and the light, ethereal- 
looking hats which accompany them shade and give a soft finish to 
the whole. The hat in reality softens the richness of the evening 
toilette. 

All society is away enjoying its villegiature by the seaside, at 
the chateau or among the mountains, and will only retnarn for short 
visits in September, just long enough for the ‘‘belle mondaine’’ to 
give fittings for her costume ‘‘pour la chasse.’” Among the models 
now being prepared by the tailors here and which will be worn by 
one of the well known ‘‘grandes dames’’ of Paris society, for her 
shooting exploits, is a costume made of dark red repp cloth, the skirt 
close- fitting and short, widening from a bias strapped with black 
suede into a shaped flounce. This is enhanced by narrow vertical 
straps of the suede, finished by small buttons. The bloused jacket 
is fastened tightly round the throat with a roll. collar of soft white 
suede, from beneath which a broad black -taffetas cravat appears. 
Another very chic costume is of dark blue serge, made with a little 
bolero having a deep turned-down red leather collar of very stylish effect. 

Laces seem to have taken a fresh start, and it is astonish- 
ing how many muslin and linen frocks are trimmed with Maltese and 
Yak laces.and even with Torchon—Irish point, however, takes the 
first place. The ecru cambric dresses which are so fashionable at 
Trouville, and_ indeed at all the best frequented seaside resorts, are

Episcopal Factions May Clash Dur- 
', _ ing Diocesan Convention.

Cause of Quarrel Alleged Actions of the 


Church’s Sunday School Commission 
—Notes of the Churches. 


“The Rev. Pascal Harrower, Chairman of 
the Episcopal Sunday School Commission, 
“whose actions have been attacked by the 
“Catholic” party in the same communion, 
declines to discuss the subject, saying that 
the Diocesan Convention, which is to meet 
inthe Church of Zion and St. Timothy on 
Sept. 25, is the place to thrash out the pol- 
icy of the commission. The Rev. Dr. George 
R.-Wan de Water, who has from the first 
been a leading spirit of the movement, said: 
“The commission-is one authorized by the 
Church, appointed by the Bishop, and is 
responsible to the convention for its work. 
While it is competent for any individual to 
criticise it, or for a party co-operating in 
the task of destructive criticism to organ- 
ize and issue its tirade of abuse, it is more 
than likely to err in not knowing the whole 
truth. Personally I am a High Churchman, 
not an aesthetic ritualist, nor a modern 
pseudo ‘ Catholic,’ but an out-and-out High 
Churchman. I have heard nothing proposed 
in the meetings of the commission, and cer- 
tain I am that nothing has been done by 
: the commission that would in any way 
compromise the Church. Indeed, counsel 
has been given to prevent this, and the 
whole alm and purpose of the commission is’ 
te bring, the educational work of the Church 
to the standard of educational work in sec- 
ular institutions, to make Sunday school 
teachers real teachers and Sunday school 
.scholars real scholars. 
“In this work men of every school of 


thought in the Church have been asked to 
assist, and men of every school of thought 
have assisted. No effort of a clique can 
succeed in preventing this work from ad- 
vancing to a successful conclusion. A re- 
spectful communication to co-operate on 
purely educational lines has received and 
will receive at any time respectful and 
courteous consideration, but any co-opera- 
tion with any peer or bodies that will in 
any way compromise the Catholic position 
or the Catholic teaching of the Church will 
never receive the sanction of the Sunday 
.School Commission.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Van De Water submitted 
also, in response to a request, a statement 
concerning the present position and pros- 
pects of the commission. This statement 
Was made by an officer of the commis- 
sion, ard contained information to the ef- 
fect that no alliance of any kind has been 
-entered into between the Sunday School 
Commission and the Union Theological Sem- 
inary or Amity Theological School, nor 
is any working arrangement likely with 
either of them; that Drs. Christian of St. 
Mary the Virgin, Vibbert of Trinity Chapel, 
Olmsted of St. Agnes’s Chapel, Geer of St. 
Paul’s Chapel, Johnson of the Redeemer, 
and some other ‘“ Catholic ’’ or, at any rate, 
High Church leaders had declined member- 
ship on the queneieion, and that for the 
courses this Fall the Rev. Dr. Henry H, 
Oberly of Elizabeth, ‘‘ the most ‘ Catholic 
priest in. New Jersey,’ has accepted ap- 

intment and agreed to give the Prayer 

ook course this season. 

Plans for the commission are said to in- 
volve text books for teachers, a Sunday 
school lesson series, training classes, exten- 
sion classes, a Sunday school exhibit, a 
circulating library for teachers, and a Sun- 
day schoo) magazine. ‘‘ Catholic’’ leaders 
are expressing regret that the forthcom- 
ing sessions of the Diocesan Convention 
may be too short, owing to the desire of 
Bishop Potter and others to start for San 
.Francisco, to permit that full and careful 
discussion of the question which its im- 
portance deserves.

_“SUBIJECT.—Jacob at Bethel. Genesis, 
7 xxvili,, 10-22. 


“GOLDEN TEXT.—Surely the Lord is in 
- this place. Genesis, xxviii., 16. 


Our attention is turned now from Isaac 
to his two sons, Esau and Jacob. Being 
“his sons, both belonged to. the, family of 
the redeemed. They were twins, but Esau 
“owas the elder. When they were born their 
father, Isaac, was sixty years old, (xxv., 
26,) and their grandfather, Abraham, was 
-one hundred and sixty, (xxi., 5.) As Abra- 
ham live@ to be one hundred and seventy- 
"five, (xxv., 7,) they must have been fif- 
‘teen years old at the time of his death. 
.. During all of these years they were under 
~~ his influence and instruction, and we can 
see them drinking in with boyish avidity 
the wonderful stories he had to tell of 
God’s call to him in Ur, of the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, of their father’s 
redemption, and of the “exceeding great 
‘and precious promises” given him, and 
reaching into the far-distant future. After 
: his death, as before, the same great facts 
would also naturally be constantly brought 
before them by their father, Isaac. 
“So the boys grew to man’s estate. Both

JACOB'S LOVE FOR HIS MOTHER.

He had no daring spirit, no 
large thoughts, no high ambitions. He was 
~ quiet and meditative, but sluggish in fine

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revealed the attitude of each toward God 
and His promises. It was probably in their 
early manhood. Jacob had prepared for 
himself a simple dish of ‘‘red pottage.” 
As he was about to partake of it, suddenly 
his brother Esau stood before him. He had 
just come from one of his hunting excur- 
sions and was tired and hungry and he 
craved the food which he saw before him. 

‘* Feed »me, I pray thee,”’ he said, ‘ with 
that same red pottage, for I am faint. 
(xxv., 30.) 

The natural impulse of a generous mind, 
looking only to outward conditions, would 
have been to share at once with Esau the 
food he had prepared. But Jacob was evi- 
dently not looking simply at the outward 
condition of either his brother or of him- 
self. From the nature of his reply, and 
from the promptness with which it was 
made, it is evident that he was thinking 
more of the birthright of which he had 
heard so much than of the pottage he had 
so carefully prepared. His conception of 
the full nature of that birthright was un- 
doubtedly very imperfect, but he evidently 
believed it to be a thing greatly to be de- 
sired. So he had thought of it by day,.and 
dreamed of it by night. And now there 
wis an ay to obtain a sort of legal 
right to it. 

.“ Sell me this day thy birthright,’’ was 
therefore his quick reply. 

Thus he had no thought of his own need 
or of the enjoyment he had prepared for 
himself, but only of the birthright. To ob- 
tain it, he was willing to give up every- 
thing, willing even to go hungry. 

But not so with Esau. The teaching of 
Abraham and of his father had not made 
a very deep impression upon him, and it is 
evident that he had no high idea of what 
was included in the covenant of which he 
had heard so much, And just then he was 
tired and hungry, and must have food 
which would satisfy his appetite. With the 
a and imperative demands oftja 
very animal nature, he could see no other 
alternative. For resent gratification, 
therefore, he was willing to forego all of 
the promises of the future. The Scriptures 
style him a “ profane person, who for one 
morsel of meat sold his birthright.’’ (He- 
brews, xii., 16,) for he said: ‘* Behold, I 
am at the point to dle, and what profit 
shall this birthright do to me?” And he 
sold his birthright unto Jacob. (xxv., 32-33.) 

After this many years passed by, but 
how many we are not told. During these 
years Isaac began to feel the infirmities 
of age creeping upon him. ‘And it came 
to pass that when his eyes were dim, so 
that he could not see,’ (xxvii, 1,) and 
death seemed to be drawing nigh, he pro- 
posed, while still able, formally to bestow 
the Abrahamic blessing upon his first- 
born and favorite son, Esau. ewe 4 he 
did not know that the birthright had been 
sold to Jacob. But he did know that Esau 
had openly united himself by a double mar- 
riage with those who,cast off God. This 
was “a grief of mind” to him, (xxvi., 34, 
85,) but he had no warrant to disinherit 
him because of it. So he planned how he 
would bestow the blessing, and directed 
Esau to prepare to receive it. But the plan 
was frustrated by the scheming and deceit 
of Rebecca. She probably knew that Jacob 
had bought the birthright, and she remem- 
bered the word of the Lofd to her before 
her sons were born, “ the elder shall serve 
the younger.’’ (xxv., 23.) So instead of 
trusting the Lord to accomplish His own 
designs in His own way she undertook to 
accomplish them for Him. Time and space, 
however, forbid that we should now enter 
into the details of this plan, and the story 
is so familiar that it is not necessary. 
(xvii., 1-41.) 


REBECCA'S SCHEMING DISASTROUS. 


The results of Rebecca’s scheming, how- 
ever, were soon seen to be very disastrous. 
For Jacob no sooner secured the blessing 


than he realized that his deceit and lies 
had exposed him to great dangers. His 
brother Esau was embittered against him 
and ready to kill him as soon as his fa- 
ther’s restraining presence should be re- 
moved. It was evident that he must fly for 
his life. ‘Even his mother, with all of her 
love and sagacity, could not devise any 
means of protecting him at home. But his 
flight must be in secret. A'‘servant to keep 
him company, or an ass on which to ride, 
would be more quickly missed than he, 
and there would be danger of immediate 
pursuit if he took either with him. 

So watching his opportunity, with a part- 
ing blessing on his head, and nothing but a 
staff in his hand, (xxxii., 10.) he set off 
alone over an unknown road, to an un- 
known land, and to unknown people, sev- 
eral hundred if not more than a thousand 
miles away. After a few days he reached 
the town of Luz, (vy. 19,) in the mountains 
near Jerusalem. It was when the “sun 
was set,’’ (v. 11,) and the gates of the city 
were closed. It was too late to seek hos- 
pitality therein, and so he turned Aside to 
sleep alone upon the mountain top. To one 
familiar with the region, and at peace with 
all about him and with himself, to sleep 
upon the mountain with a stone for a pil- 
low, and the sky for a covering, was no 
great hardship. It was often done by the 
hardly shepherds and hunters. 

But Jacob was not merely a stranger, 
wearied and alone. This was only his out- 
ward condition, as he appeared in the eyes 
of men, His inward condition was known 
only to himself and to God. His very lone- 
liness would very naturally lead him to 
think of the home he had so recently left, 
and of its attractions and comforts. With 
these thoughts there would also come, just 
as naturally, the memory of his last con- 
nection with that home, and its dark record 
of deceit, and sorrow,~and vengeance. He 
was {ll at_east inf mind, as well as fatigued 
in body. Conscience was evidently at work, 
arfd he realized that what he knew con- 
cerning himself, God also knew. He stood 
before Him guilty and self-condemned, for 
he had distrusted Him, and deceived man. 
The memory of that hour never left him. 
More than twenty years afterward he re- 
ferred to it as ‘“‘the day of my distress.” 
(xxxv., 3.) 

But beyond this anguish of mind be- 
cause of the prickings of conscience, there 
would, also, very naturally, be another 
train of thought connected with the Cove- 
nant of God. All of his troubles had come 
upon him because of his haste to secure 
this Abrahamic blessing. So it would now 
present itself to him in an entirely new 
light. All that he had been taught con- 
cerning it would be remembered, and better 
understood, for there was nothing now to 
turn his attention away from the details 
on which he had so often meditated. And 
as the teachings of his grandfather, Abra- 
ham, and of his father, Isaac, were now 
recalled, the covenant itself seemed vastly 
more to be desired than ever before. It 
had a greater fuliness, and a grander reach. 

But now apparently he had lost it all by 
his own wicked folly. Oh, if he could only 
return to God and again find Him, and 
be artaker of all that He had promised! 
With this great longing welling up in his 
heart, he prayed, and when he referred to 
it again, more than twenty years. after- 
ward, he recorded with gratitude that God 
‘answered ’’ him. (xxxv., 3.) Thus it was 
not only a ‘“‘day of distress,” but it was 
also a day of penitence and prayer. He 
was now in the condition in which God 
could make known to him the riches of His 
grace, This has been the history of many 
a soul since the days of Jacob. 


STORIES FOR HIS FELLOWS. 


In this state of mind “he took of the 
stones of that place and put them for his 
pillows, and lay down in that place to 
sleep,’’ (v. 11.) He was helpless, hopeless, 
and homeless. He had cried, to be sure, 
to God, but what reason had he to expect 


to be heard? Was he worthy? Was he 
not justly suffering the legitimate results 
of his own misconduct? If he should ever 
reach Laban, it would only be a deliver- 
ance for a time from Esau. It would not 
restore him to his home or bring back to 
him the blessing which he craved so much. 
So with troubled thoughts he fell asleep. 
Then, as was common in patriarchal 
times, God spoke to him in a dream. In this 
dream four wonders presented themselves 
to him, and each in turn filled him with 
more and more rapture. For as he looked, 
** Behold! A ladder.”’ 


It was ‘‘ set up on the earth, and the to 
of it reached to heaven.’”’ It was beauti- 
fully complete. It fell short at neither end. 
It was a way by which even he—vile and 
guilty as he was and self-condemned—might 
possibly reach God. Then another wonder 
arrested his attention. 


** Behold! The angels of God."’ 


And these angels were “ascending and 
descending,”’ 5° ng up from him and com- 
ing down to him on the ladder. Then it 
was a real, traveled way of intercourse 
between earth and heaven, and he was 
surrounded by ‘ministering spirits sent 
forth to minister for them who shall be 
heirs of salvation.” (Hebrews, i., 14.) Evi- 
dently there was help provided for him. 

But this was not all. The wonders of the 
revelation constantly increased. Not only 
was there a way provided from earth toe 
heaven, not only Was it a real and perfect 
way, but it was, in truth, the way of the 
Lord. For as he looked, 


** Behold! The Lord stood above it.’’ 


Then He was not far off, and He could 
be reached. He even spoke to him con- 
cerning the blessings He had promised to 
Abraham and Isaac. So hope began to fill 
his breast, for the crowning wonder of all 
was then revealed to him. 


“ Behold! I am with thee, and will keep thee.’’ 


So the blessings which he thought he 
had forever lost were given to him per- 
sonally by the Lord imself. Thus this 
revelation of God's Grace gave to the help- 
less, hopeless, and homeless sinner divine 
help, a hope which ‘ maketh not ashamed,” 

a home of rest in the bosom of his 


Father, 

1 interpretation of this dream 
is given by our rd Himself. ‘“ Here- 
after,’ said He to Nathaniel, ‘‘ ye shall see 
heaven open, and the angels of God as- 
cending and descending upon the Son of 
Man.” (John, 1, 51.) This into hea 
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therefore, is by Jesus Christ. He satisfies 
the needs of earth and the claims of hea- 
ven. He is the ‘“ladder’’ which reaches 
both man and God. 

When Jacob awoke from his sleep, with 
the erg of his dream ‘upon him, he 
realized that God. had -actually spoken to 
him, ‘‘and he said, Surely the Lord is in 
this place, and I knew it not.’’- As Peter, 
when the marvelous draft of fishes revealed 
to him the divine power of Jesus, cried out: 
‘Depart from me, for I am a sinful man, 
O Lord,” (Luke, v., 8,) so the conscious 
guilt of Jacob led him to say at once, ‘‘ How 
dreadful is this place,’ for “he was 
afraid,’ (Verse 17.) But the message of 
grace which he had received also filled him 
with peace, and he was able to add with 
gratitude: ‘‘ This is none other but the 
house of God, and this is the gate of hea- 
ven.”’ 


JACOB A CHANGED MAN. 


He was now a changed man, entering 
upon a new life. He was Bunyan’s Pilgrim 
at the wicket gate when the burden rolled 
from. his back. Of the stones which were 
his pillows he at once built an altar, and 
there he worshipped God. ‘‘ And he called 


the name of that place Bethel ’’—the house 
of the Lord. 

But more than this. He now consecrated 
himself and all that he possessed or mi; 
in the future possess to the Lord. He did 
it under the form of a solemn oath, for he 
“vowed a vow, — If God will be with 
me and will keep me in this way that I go, 
and will give me bread to eat and raiment 
to put on, so that I come again to my 
father’s house in peace, then shall the Lord 
be my God, and this stone, whieh I have set 
for a pillar, shall be God’s house, and of 
all that Thou shalt give me, I will surely 
pg the tenth unto Thee.” (Verses 20 and 

Surely this was no spirit of selfish bar- 
gaining, as many have interpreted ‘it, but 
the humble response of true penitence and 
faith, to the grace of God. God had said, 
“‘T will be with thee’’; and faith replied— 
then I will be the Lord’s. It is the prodi- 

al’s resolve when he realized that in his 
ather’s house there was bread enough and 
to spare. Then he said—‘‘I will arise and 
go to my father.” 

Such a change and consecration carries 
with it everything. After the example of 
Abraham, and in ficcordance with the later 
proyisions of the law, Jacob specifically 
set aside one-tenth of all that- he should 
possess, for the service. of the Lord. But 
under the Christian dispensation there is no 
limit fixed by which to measure the sin- 
ner’s acceptance of Divine grace. It may be 
wise in some cases to resolutely set apart a 
tenth or more as the Lord's, lest He receive 
none. But the true child cannot set metes 
and bounds to his affection. He lays every- 
thing and no ‘“one-tenth’”’ at the foot of 
_ sens. For he can sing with his whole

MONUMENT FOR GEO. KOERNER. 


Hoboken Man’s Savings Will Be Used to 
Commemorate His Heroism. 


An annex of Bernitt’s Hall, Hoboken, 
which collapsed on Thursday, killing George 
Koerner and seriously injuring Mrs. Ber- 
nitt, was yesterday condemned by Building 
Inspector Steigleiter and ordered torn down. 
County Physician Charles B. Converse has 
ordered an inquest in order that responsibil- 
ity for the accident may be fixed, if possible. 

Koerner, who sacrificed his life to warn 
Mrs. Bernitt of her danger, will be buried 
by the lodges which had their meeting 
rooms on the second floor. His life was in- 
sured, and he had several hundred dollars 


on deposit in the People’s Trust Company’s 
Savings Bank, on the Heights. As he has 
no relatives, an administrator will be ap- 
pointed, and the money will be used to erect 
a monument. 

Mrs. Bernitt, who its still in St. Mary’s 
Hospital, said yesterday that she knew the 
building had been badly shaken by Satur- 
day’s tornado, but she did not suppose it 
was unsafe. She was greatly shocked when 
told of Koerner’s death, and fully confirmed 
a report that he had given his life to save 

ers. 


Jersey City School Reported Unsafe. 
Public School No. 2, in Erie Stréet, Jersey 
City, was yesterday reported unsafe. The 
building was erected in 1852, and has been 
extended hy the erection of wings. It has 
been reported unsafe three times in the last 
twenty years. The city authorities each 
time decided that the reports were un- 


founded. It was discovered on Thursday 
that the building had been damaged by the 
tornado last Saturday, and the Board of: 
Education yesterday appointed Building In- 
spector Kelly, a Architect Sohn 
Rowland, and William Robertson a 
commission to examine the building.

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LIGHT ON THE POLICE. 


Patrolman O'NEILL is in the way of 
rendering valuable service to his fellow- 
citizens and to the force, in which his 
record is that of an efficient officer, as 
it was in the cavalry service of the 
United States previously. He began by 
resenting in an emphatic manner the 
treatment accorded him by DEvErRy, as 
he was justified in doing. This action 
might have resulted in nothing more 
than the execution of DEVERY’s angry 
threat to have the offending policeman 
*“ broke ” had O’NEILL been of more plia- 
ble disposition and had not Commis- 
sioner MurRpPuy taken part in the matter. 
The Commissioner ordered the retransfer 
of the patrolman, in pursuance of his 
policy to keep’ the men as near their 
homes as practicable. This order DEVERY 
had the ill-advised temerity to counter- 
mend, and was promptly called to ac- 
count for it by the Commissioner, who 
rescinded DrvEery’s order and enforced 
his own. Meanwhile, the patrolman has 
been in communication with the District 
Attorney’s office, where his statement 
that he had been approached by a mem- 
ber of the force with a demand for money 
az the price for exemption from trans- 
fer from the mounted force will be at- 
tended to. 

The situation at the present is, in sub- 
stance, as follows: Dervery's brutal 
treatment of his subordinates has been 
openly resented by one of them, who has 
in public declared that money was de- 
manded for favors or for protection 
against persecution in the force. In his 
determination to punish such independ- 
ence DEVERY has come into conflict with 
the Commissioner, and has, in the phrase 
of the force, been “called down.” And 
the District Attorney has entered on an 
examination of the facts alluded to by 
the policeman. It certainly indicates a 
bad state of things in the department 
when insubordination such as the pa- 
trolman was clearly technically guilty of 
can be indulged in and can be in appear- 
ance so plainly justified. The conduct 
of the Chief Deputy which occasioned 
the conduct of the policeman is more 
significant and of more importance than 
that of the policeman himself. The fact 
that the policeman is openly protected 
and indorsed by the head of the depart- 
ment shows to what lengths things have 
gone. 

It is not easy to predict the outcome. 
It cannot readily be believed that Com- 
missioner MurpnHy is ignorant of the 
general condition of the force and the 
evils that prevail in it. At the same 
time, he is not of the type of Drvery, 
and he plainly feels himself strong 
enough to exert his official authority ip 
directions where Drevery has acted as if 
he felt himself supreme. His public dis- 
cipline of Devery—for that is what it 
amounts to—cannot fail to arouse in the 
force a spirit that bedes ill for the Dep- 
uty and may lead to important disclos- 
ures, now that it is shown that he is not 
all-powerful. We have always held that 
the great body of the men on the force 
are decent and honorable in purpose. 
The time may be coming when the ras- 
cality from which they have suffered in 
reputation and in many other ways will 
be exposed. 


THE DISTRICT JUDGESHIP. 


The nomination of Grorce B. ADAMs 
to the vacancy created in the United 
States District Court by the retirement 
of Judge Brown is one that is satisfac- 
tory to the admiralty bar and entirely 
creditable to the President. It is under- 
stood that it was especially approved by 
Secretary of War Root, whose opinion 
in this particular matter is of great 
value, in consequence of his intimate ac- 
quaintance with the needs of the court 
and with the personnel of the bar in 
the district. 

Mr. Apams is an admiralty lawyer of 
established reputation, and enjoys the 
confidence and respect of those best able 
to form a correct judgment regarding 
him. He is a Republican in his party 
predilections, and has been Secretary of 
the Union League Club. But he is in no 
objectionable sense a partisan, and there 
is no justice in attributing his appoint- 
ment to undue partisan influence. We 
take the more pleasure in frankly ac- 
knowledging the creditable nature of the 
action of the President in this nomina- 
tion because we had heartily commend- 
ed a selection which at one time seemed 
to have been determined on. Our knowl- 
edge of the character and ability of the 
gentleman then mentioned convinced us 
that his appointment would have been 
exceptionally a good one. We are equal- 
ly convinced that the choice of Mr. 


ADAMS was made carefully and with the 
best motives. 


A CHINESE MISSIONARY. 

It was, we believe, his Excellency Wu 
TING-FanG who complained of the meas- 
ures excluding Chinese from our bor- 
ders, that they rendered it impossible 
for Chinese missionaries to spread the 
light as it is in China among our peo- 
ple, who, we are frank to admit, would 
be none the worse for it. To some ex- 
tent it is plain that this obstacle is over- 
come by the policy of the Chinese Im- 
perial Government, which not only sends 
us Mr. Wu, to our general delectation 
and edification, but also his brother, Mr. 
Yo How, Consul General for the empire 
in the United States. 

In the current number of The North 
American Review this amiable and high- 
ly instructed gentleman argues the ques- 
tion ‘“‘ Chinese Exclusion: A Benefit or a 
Harm?” It is his judgment that ex- 
clusion is a harm, and a serious one, 
not so much to the Chinese as to the 
Americans, and especially to the very 
class of our people who demanded it and 
have maintained it. His argument is in- 
genious and his statement of it is court- 
eous as well as vigorous. On the purely 
material side, it is strong. In the direc- 
tion of comparison, matching the Chi- 
nese with other foreigners, who are ad- 
mitted with little question, it is effective 
and keen. On the final point, that the 
Chinamen, if admitted without restric- 
tion to live and labor here, must ulti- 
mately be admitted also to the franchise 
and its powers and duties, Mr. Yo How 
is candid enough, but he does not give it 
the attention it deserves, and he does 
not meet the objections arising from it: 


I shall grant (he declares) the accusers 
of my people everything they say. I shall 
concede that the Chinese do, in a sense, 
work more cheaply than the whites; that 
they live more cheaply; that they send 
their money out of the country to China; 
that most of them have no intention of re- 
maining in the United States, but, after 
the lapse of years and the accumulation of 
a competence, reduce their wealth to gold 
and with it return to their native heaths; 
and, further, that they do not adopt Amert- 
can manners, but live in colonies and not 
after the American fashion. Upon the hy- 
pothesis of the truth of these assertions I 
believe I shall prove to the satisfaction of 
any reasoning mind that each and every 
one of them represents a condition which 
is to the highest advan e of this country, 
and, particularly, to the highest advantage 
of those who a the Chinese laborer, 
and at whose instance the laws were 
passed, 


After pointing out that the original 
opposition to the Chinese arose in San 
Francisco, from the jealousy of the 
laboring men, largely of foreign birth, 
who flocked there after the completion 
of the transcontinental railroad, and 
that it has not only impeded the growth 
of prosperity in California, but has 
actually set it back, the writer ad- 
dresses himself to the members of the 
trades unions who are the present op- 
ponents of the repeal of the exclusion 
measures. He asserts that the Chinese 
cannot, if they would, really compete 
with these, because they are not skilled 
laborers and will not become so. As an 
instance of the inability of Chinese labor 
to compete with American he says: 
“Your sawed timber is laid down in the 
Straits Settlements for 2 cents per run- 
ning foot. China, with labor at from 8 
t> 20 cents per day, could not cut it for 
that price.” In the Soy Che cotton mills 
in Shanghai 2,200 workers do the work 
of 350 in New Jersey. In the engine 
room sixty are employed to do the work 
six would do in America. Nor is the fact 
that the American works with machin- 
ery sufficient to explain the difference. 
There is machinery in the cotton mills 
and engine room. The Chinamen cannot 
use it to advantage. 

In short, Chinese labor is not cheap. 
It is paid poor wages, but it is not worth 
more. Measured by the cost of output it 
is dear, too dear to be used except in the 
rudest and simplest work, except for 
“menial” service to which the Chi- 
nese are adapted, but in which they do 
not compete with the skilled members 
of the unions. But Mr. Yo How does 
not rest on this statement. He goes 
deeper. He holds that if Chinese labor 
were really cheap this country could not 
have too much of it. *rhe cheaper the 
labor the greater the product and the 
lower the price and the larger the share 
of each person, including the members 
of the trades unions. The true wages 
of all workers, what they get for their 
money, would advance. As for the rela-. 
tive rates of wages, he is sure that the 
Chinamen would get all that they could 
force their employers to pay, much as 
other workers do. 

On the question of admitting the Chi- 
nese to citizenship and the suffrage, the 
writer, the Consul General, contents him- 
self with saying: ‘Our people would 
make as good citizens of the United 
States as any other foreign-born peoples. 
The average business man among us 
would vote as intelligently as the aver- 
age \business man among the European 
foreign element, and the same may be 
said of our laborers. This whole trouble 
has been caused by the fact that we are 
not citizens and voters.” This is a bold 
and sweeping assertion. It will not be 
accepted by the mass of the American 
people. The evidence for it is, to say 
the least, defective. Undoubtedly the: 
question of citizenship is the vital one; 
it cannot so easily and simply be dis- 
posed of. 


PRUSSIAN IMPERIAL MANNERS, 


There is a German-speaking American 
of this municipality who belongs, for 
reasons of his own, to a German club. 
He is in the habit of relating that when 
one of his clubmates is conspicuously 
rude he always asks that man if he is 
not a Prussian, and it invariably turns 
out that he is. Whereupon all the 
Wiirtembergers and Bavarians and Aus- 
trians within earshot grin in undis- 
guised amusement. 

We are giving this anecdote, of course, 
only for ‘“‘ what it may be worth.” It is, 
to be sure, quite in the same line with 
MATTHEW ARNOLD’s story of the Prus- 
sian officer whom he met, and who said 
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to him, “with the graceful tact of his 


nation,” “It is not so much that we 
hate England as that we think little of 
her.” But all the stories of Prussian 
bad manners that anybody may ever 
have heard naturally recur to him when 
he reads of the treatment that has been 
accorded by the Prussian officials to the 
Chinese emissaries who have come to 
Germany, as by treaty bound, to convey 
the entirely insincere and perfunctory 
regrets of their Government that certain 
misguided Chinamen should have mur- 
dered in Peking the German Minister. 

Murdering a German Minister, or any 
other Minister, is not a proof of civiliza- 
tion on the part of the people who do it, 
or of the Government which instigates 
it or permits it or condones it. It was 
probably a true insight into Chinese 
eharacter which induced Germany to 
insist that a Prince of the blood of China 
should proceed to Berlin to expiate the 
offense by a formal apology. 

This is what Prince CuuN and his 
escort have gone to Germany to do, 
doubtless with an inward reluctance, but 
with no visible bad grace. Nobody likes 
to eat humble pie on his own individual 
account. The operation involves a strong 
sense either of duty or of interest. And 
eating humble pie on behalf of one’s na- 
tion is even a more distasteful procedure 
to a patriotic person. Patriotism is not, 
for a fact, very rife in China, partly, no 
doubt, from the fact that for China for- 
eign nations do not really exist—China 
to them comprises the whole human 
race, and Chinese patriotism would be 
only another name for general and pro- 
miscuous philanthropy. But at any rate 
it was important that the envoy of this 
very disagreeable mission should re- 
ceive, for his own personal part and 
for that of his attendants, the height of 
consideration. And it appears that he 
and his attendants have been treated in 
Prussia with studied discourtesy—treated 
like convicts, or at best like prisoners of 
war, rather than as men who were re- 
luctantly performing a painful public 
duty. 

It is particularly painful to read that 
9]! this studied series of insults has been 
@irected against the personally unof- 
fending and very unfortugate emissary 
of China by the personal direction of 
the German Emperor. We have all 
known all along that the Kaiser had 
more cerebral activity than was com- 
patible with entire sanity; that he was, 
in point of fact, more or less of what is 
commonly called ‘‘a crank” in Amer- 
ican slang. But we thought, all Eu- 
rope and America thought, that there 
was something generous and chivalric 
in his impetuous impulsiveness. But 
this cold-blooded and, as we were say- 
ing, characteristically Prussian treat- 
ment of the Chinese envoy must tend 
to modify that faith. The recital of the 
indignities heaped upon the Chinese en- 
voy is enough to make any American 
gentleman, any English gentleman, any 
German gentleman, any gentleman, hang 
his head in shame. And it is this gen- 
erous and chivalrous German boy, as 
we are still accustomed to think of him, 
who has done this frightful thing. Real- 
ly, the remark of “Mr. Dooley,” when 
the Chinese rescue expeditions were or- 
genizing, seems more applicable now 
than then, that the movement was a 
good thing because the Chinese might 
succeed in civilizing the Germans. 


GOLDEN WEDDING OR DIVORCE ? 


Those who have watched with the in- 
telligent interest born of expert knowl- 
edge the performances of the new chal- 
lenger for the America’s Cup, now in 
these waters, are beginning to ask them- 
selves whether the proceedings about to 
begin will partake of the character of 
a golden wedding anniversary or a di- 
vorce. For just half a century the 
Queen’s Cup and the New York Yacht 
Club have lived together in love and 
peace and harmony. The little flirta- 
tions which have occurred from time to 
time between her Ladyship and visitors 
from Europe who have declared them- 
selves enamored of her charms have 
not seriously, nor permanently, dis- 
turbed the peace of the family. This 
year it may be different. <A gallant 
Irishman has “come over ’’—as has been 
the habit from time immemorial—to 
bring about an elopement if he can. It 
would not be the first time that a 
brilliant Irishman has made a like at- 


‘tempt and succeeded in accomplishing 


his purpose. Hence the question which 
is just now agitating the gossips of 
yachting circles, Is it to be a golden 
wedding anniversary or a divorce? 

Fifty years of uninterrupted posses- 
sion have resuited in our coming to re- 
gard the recovery of the cup by an Eng- 
lish representative as almost an impos- 
sibility, and yet we cannot help but 
feel that this challenger is probably the 
most dangerous that has yet come after 
the much-coveted emblem. The three 
trial spins that have been had in this 
country have demonstrated that she is 
unquestionably the fastest boat that has 
ever come over for the cup races; that 
she is handled by a skipper who has 
every detail of the sport at his finger 
tips, and is manned by a crew that will 
be able to get every particle of speed 
that she possesses out of her whenever 
they are expected so to do. 

Before the arrival of the Shamrock in 
these waters we had been led to believe 
that she was not quite the equal of 
the former challenger of the same name, 
and had conceived this idea from the 
published reports of the trials between 
the two boats. Now, to our amazement, 
we realize that our previous estimate 
Was erroneous, and that if beaten by the 
old Shamrock in some races that fact 
was due not to a lack of speed in the 
new Shamrock, but either to the desire 
of her owner not to expose her full 
capability or to the fact that the trials 
were not races, but merely trial trips to 
ascertain the peculiarities of the craft 


and any changes that might be needed 
in her. 

On this side we are as yet undecided 
as to which one of the two ninety- 
footers now in ‘commission should be 
selected to undertake the task of de- 
fending the cup. Will it be the old de- 
fender of 1899, the Columbia, or the 
more modern creation, the Constitution? 
In the twenty races in which both of 
these boats have been entered each has 
scored an equal number of victories, and 
thereby has the public mind become 
satisfied that there is not very much 
choice between the two in point of 
speed. Columbia having thus shown 
that she is as fast as the Constitution, 
has also demonstrated the fact that our 
representative in the contest this year 


“will not be much if any faster than 


was the boat that won two years ago. 
If our boat is no faster than the one 
that saved the cup in 1899, and the 
Shamrock is considerably faster than 
the former challenger was, it is quite 
safe to say that the contest this year 
promises to be more exciting than any 
which has preceded it. To hold the 
cup under these conditions will almost 
warrant the conviction that it is ours 
to have and to hold until the causes 
which usually terminate the matrimonial 
relation are operative, in spite of all 
the titled Englishmen and festive Irish- 
men who may come here to lift it. If on 
the contrary it is lifted, we shall have 
the satisfaction of knowing that the 
best defender we know how to build 
is not quite good enough to meet the 
superb challenger—an assumption we 
are not yet ready to concede until the 
races are sailed and the drifting matches 
drifted. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—wWhen the Rev. CHARLES M. SHELDON 
of Topeka tackles a practical problem he 
never fails, so far as known, to make mani- 
fest his own unpracticality. His most 
striking proof of this was given when he 
tried to run a newspaper, and he has just 
presented another in a letter which he has 
written to the Servant Girls’ Union of 
Colorado Springs. In it he argues away 
known facts as follows: ‘ There ts nothing 
in any kind of honest labor in a home that 
is any less honorable than the labor de- 
manded of the doctor, the lawyer, the min- 
ister, or the editor, If the service rendered 
a family in preparing its meals and keeping 
its habitation clean is a service that is an 
absolute necessity to the family’s health 
and happiness (as it undoubtedly is) then 
I see no reason whatever for putting those 
who perform such service on @ different 
social plane from those who keep accounts 
for the merchant or sell goods over a coun- 
ter. The ostracism of house servants has 
no reason, for the labor performed by the 
servant in the house is fully as honorable 
as that performed by the clerk in the 
office.” Here, as usual, Mr. SHELDON con- 
founds what is with what he thinks ought 
to be,. and ignores facts with which he ts 
quite as familiar as anybody else. Nobody 
ever denied the premises from which he 
draws his conclusion, and yet the social 
status of the domestic servant everywhere 
has always been a lower one than that of 
the other classes he mentions. To say that 
there is no reason for this is to be absurd. 
The reason may or may not be bad, but of 
its reality there is no doubt whatever. 


—-Whether or not Mr. ALBERT C. AUBREY 
is a ‘‘ Christian Scientist ’’ we cannot say, 
but as the law partner of Mr. GEORGE W. 
De Lano—who is one by his own proud con- 
fession, and in the inner circle, too, where 
wills giving fortunes to “the church” are 
prepared for the signature of dying wo- 
men who think they have been. “ healed”’ 
by ‘“ Christian Science "’ spella—Mr. AUBREY 
has undoubtedly had unusuat opportuni- 
ties for thoroughly informing himself con- 
cerning the operations of the sect and the 
umount of confidence deserved by the 
statements of its leaders. There is, there- 
fore, much significance in the fact that 
when Mr. AUBREY, after he had denounced 
as “all rot” the talk about the use upon 
Surrogate FiTzGERALD of a mysterious 
‘silent treatment’’ to influence his de- 
cision in the Brush case, was reminded 
that very prominent members of the or- 
ganization had publicly asserted both the 
ability and the intention to exert such in- 
fluence, he replied: ‘‘ Oh, well, women are 
liable to say anything.’ Of course, it can- 
not for a moment be supposed that Mr. 
AUBREY intended, as his words literatly im- 
ply, to charge that no women can be trust- 
ed to tell the truth on any subject. It is 
fair to assume, and the circumstances of 
the conversation fully warrant it, that he 
referred only to the women under discus- 
sion—the women, that is, who lead the 
Hddyite army and incidentally make an 
easy and more or less luxurious living out 
of the Eddyite rank and file. These women, 
according to the especially well-informed 
Mr. AUBREY, ‘“ are liable to say anything.”’ 
To be quite frank, we had more than sus- 
pected as much before, and we will not even 
eritices, as fussy people might, Mr. Av-

REAR ADMIRAL HOWISON 


REPUDIATES INTERVIEW 


Says He Did Not Reflect Upon Ad- 
miral Schley. 


WRITES TO MR. HACKETT 


Howison Sure He Can Serve Impar- 
tially Upon the Court — Admiral 
Schliey’s Counsel Not 
Satisfied. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Hackett to-day made pub- 
lic the personal correspondence between 
Rear Admiral Howison and himself in re- 
lation to the fitness of the Admiral to 
serve upon the court of inquiry, Admiral 
Howison having consented that his per- 
sonal letter, shall be given to the public. 
A copy of Rear Admiral Howison’s letter 
has been sent to Rear Admiral Schley. 
was sent to Rear Admiral Schley, who dis- 
cussed it with his counsel. Later the fol- 
lowing announcement was made: 

‘* Admiral Schley’s counsel is entirely dis- 
satisfied with the position of Admiral How- 
ison as disclosed in his letter to Acting Sec- 
retary Hackett, made public to-day.” 

The lawyers hold that it is not a com- 
prehensive denial of the statements attrib- 
uted to Admiral Howison, nor, they say, 
does it disclose sufficiently the Admiral's 
freedom from bias. It is probable they will 
set forth these objections in a letter to the 
Acting Secretary of the Navy. 

The correspondence is as follows: 

** (Personal.) 

“72 Ashburton Avenue, 
Aug. 24, 1901. 

“Dear Sir: I have just returned to my 
home after a short visit to Saratoga and 
Lake George. Owing to my detail as a 
member of the court of inquiry, ordered to 
meet on Sept. 12 next, I find that many 
mewspapers are giving me credit for having 
served my country in the United States 
Navy for nearly half a century with honor. 

‘*I see also that I am thought to be ob- 
jectionable as a member of this court of 
inquiry, it being stated that I publicly ex- 
pressed opinions on the conduct of the bat- 
tle of Santiago, while serving as Com- 
mandant at the Boston Navy Yard, shortly 
after the result of that engagement was 
known, I believe the service knows, as I 
do, that I do not attempt to make public 
speeches, write for magazines, or papers, or 
make public utterances on navy or other 
subjects. 

“It has been impossible for me to avoid 
the visits and questions of representatives 
of newspapers while serving at fmportant 
stations, and at times when the navy has 
been so busily employed. At Mare Island 
during my long service there, particularly 
during the great railroad strike, the pa- 
pers contained many statements, said to 
have been obtained in my office; most, if 
not all, of these reports were harmless, 
readable articles on the operations of the 
several naval detachments serving for the 
preservation of law and order. 

“During my two years’ service at the 
Boston station, there was seldom a day 
passed without my receiving visits from 
the representatives of the several Boston 


papers, and during the Spanish-American 
war the navy yard there was seldom with- 
out newspaper reporters. I found them to 
be polite and gentlemanly at all times, and 
whatever information or news I could rea- 
sonably impart, I gave them. 

**T have often interpreted to a number of 
them the laws and regulations for the navy 
by attempting to answer their numerous 
questions relating to the duties and respon- 
sibilities of the several grades of officers 
throughout the fleet of vessels, from the 
commander in chief to the lowest rate 
among the crew. 

‘3 en the news of our navy’s success 
at Manila and again at Santiago reached 
Boston the people there were not behind 
the rest of the United States in giving 
honor and praise to the navy, and to the 
commanders in chief of the fleets. The 
enthusiasm of the population in praise and 
honor for the officers and men engaged at 
Santiago lasted for some time, until later, 
when the troubles commenced as to where 
the credit and honors should go for the 
success of this engagement. 

“It is no news to the navy to say that 
where all do their duties, the first honors 
for success go to the officer in chief com- 
manding. Censure for failure also belongs 
to him. This newspaper cutting in ques- 
tion contains a statement in which it is 
said that I made a comparison between 
Schley and Sampson, unfavorable to 
Schley. 

“The word ‘respected’ as used by the 
reporter, is seldom or ever onereree by 
navy men in comparing the qualities pos- 
sessed by officers, and I am sure I could 
never have said this as he reports, nor 
said that Schley had the reputation of be- 
ing nervous and hot-headed in the Naval 
Academy. 

‘““One may say an officer stands higher 
in his class, if true; another may stand 
higher in scientific attainments, while an- 
other be distinguished for eminent diplo- 
matic and social qualities, while all under 
discussion are of good standing and pro- 
hu in their necessary professional call- 
ng. 

“*T have no recollection of the gentleman 
representing The Boston Record, and | do 
not approve of his public statement as 
mine, I cannot say that I have not dis- 
cussed with acquaintances matters pub- 
lished in the ye relating to our 
navy's success as well as the unfortunate 
disputes so widely commented on. 

“There are few or no persons in the navy 
or in our country who have not daily dis- 
cussed these newspaper articles. From the 
papers it og that Admiral Schley has 
strong doubts as to my fitness to fairiyv 
udge this case with Admirals Dewey and 

enham. As it is a case of grave impor- 
tance to those concerned and to the co:m- 
try, I am desirous of giving my little help 
to clear away the troubles. 

“The duties of members of courts-mar- 
tial and courts of inquiry are not sought or 
desired by officers. While I feel highly 
honored by the department's selection of 
myself for this duty, it ts anything hut a 
pleasant task to sit in judgment on brother 
officers, However, the honor of the selec- 
tion or the unpleasantness of court duties 
do not enter into the reasons for my now 
writing to say to you personally three 
things, viz.: 

‘‘First—To reassure you that I am not 
responsible for and did not give out such 
an interview as is alleged in the dispatches 
from Boston, and as stated in the newsna- 
pore to have been mentioned by Admiral] 
chley in a recent letter to the department. 

‘“*Second—If, however, the department 
feels that the cause of the navy and of jus- 
tice will be better served by relieving me 
from duty on the court, I am entirely ready 
to withdraw voluntarily, or to have tne 
Gegnreenaen relieve me upon its own iiitia- 
tive, 

“ Third—If, on the other hand, the depart- 
ment, knowing all the circumstances, de- 
sires that I should perform the duty, I am 
entirely ready to perform it, and can, upon 
my conscience and oath, do my duty as a 
member of the court ‘ without partiality,’ 
as the law requires.

“‘Dear Admiral: Your personal letter of 
the 24th deserves an immediate reply. You 
Say substantially that there is no Founda- 
tion for the statements attributed to you 
as having been set forth in an interview 
afterward published in The Boston Record, 
and lately made the subject of a communi- 
eation from Rear Admiral Schley to the 
department. You evidently have read the

HELMSMAN OF TEXAS FOUND. 


Man Wanted as Witness in Sampson- 
Schley Court Located in Brooklyn. 


The man for whom the Judge Advocate 
of the Sampson-Schley court of inquiry 
has been searching has been located in 
Brooklyn. He is Gustaf E. Claeson, who 
was the helmsman of the battleship Texas 
on the day of the naval battle at Santi- 
ago. 

Claeson was seen at his home, 167 Sands 
Street, Brooklyn, last night. He is a 
Swede and is thirty-five years old. 

He refused, because of the fact that he 
expected to be called as a witness, to say 
anything for publication which would have 
any bearing on the inquiry. He did talk 


interestingly, however, of the movements of 
the ships on the hee A of the battle and of 
his Own injuries received at Guantanamo on 
June 15, when the drum of his left ear was 
ruptured. 

fith relation to the movements of the 
squadron on July 3, Mr. Claeson said: 

“The Commodore gave the signal ‘ The 
enemy is escaping’; then this signal was 
hauled down and another hoisted on the 
Brooklyn, ‘ Disregard all movements of the 
Commander in Chief.’ This was answered 
by all ships within signal distance. 

“All the ships in the blockading line 
made their course toward the escaping ene- 
my. The Texas, Iowa, and Gloucester were 
the first to engage. The movements: of the 
ships are history now, and, of course, [ 
cannot tell of the movements of the Broek- 
lyn. I will say, however, that I have been 
anxious to tell all I know for the last 
three years.”’ 


PREPARING SCHLEY CASE, 


Judge Advocate Lemly Confers with 
Commander Wainwright. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Commandef 
Richard Wainwright, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, came over to Washington 
from Annapolis to-day and spent some time 
in conference with Capt. Lemly, Judge Ad- 
vocate of the Schley court, in reference to 


the testimony to be furnished by the Com- 
mander, who is one of the witnesses on the 
Government Hst. Capt. Lemly has been en- 
gaged in this kind of work for the past 
week, laying the base for the presentation 
of his case. 

Nothing has yet been heard by Acting 
Secretary Hackett from Capt. Forsyth in 
answer to the department's interrogatory 
touching his reputed interview in relation 
to the Schley case. Mr. Hackett’s atten- 
tion has not yet been directed formally to 
the publication this morning ascribing cer- 
tain expressions bearing on the Schley case 
to Rear Admiral Watson, but the matter 
was referred to informally. Mr. Hackett 
intimated that it was not one of sufficient 
importance to warrant letter writing by the 
department. 


BAROMETER REPORT WITHHELD 


Forecast Official Says that Steamship 
Delay, Due to Unauthorized Report, 
Accounts for the Order. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Inquiry was 
made to-day at the Weather Bureau to as- 
certain the reason for the order, to all sta- 
tions of the bureau, to withhold from the 
daily statements issued to the press and 
other clients, the barometric readings for 
the day. Chief Willis Moore is absent in 
the West, attending a convention of weath- 
er observers, and D. J. Carroll, who is in 
charge in his absence, referred the in- 
quirer to Harry C. Frankenfield, forecast 


official. . 
“The order was made by Chief Moore, 
said Mr. Frankenfield, ‘‘ before he left for 
the West. I was away and did not learn 
until my return of the reasons for which 
the order of Aug. 25 was issued. It seems 
that somebody who undertook to make de- 
ductions from the barometric readings, cir- 
culated the report that a great storm was 
gathering to the southward, and that it 
would rage up the coast. I lieve it was 
just about the time of the storm that re- 
cently swept over Mobile and New _ Or- 
leans. One result of the unauthorized re- 
port, for the Weather Bureau made no such 
deductions, was to keep the United States 
steamer Machias at Norfolk two or three 
days to avoid a storm which did not come 

anywhere near that point. 

“The object in withholding the baromet- 
ric readings is to prevent the repetition of 
unauthorized deductions based on those 
readings. I cannot say when it will be re- 
voked.”’ 

‘‘TIs it not possible,” was asked, “ for in- 

enious newspapers to forecast approach- 
me storms from the temperature and wind 
readings of the bureau, if they are deter- 
mined to make their owrf deductions? ”’ 

‘‘Possibly,”” replied Mr. Frankenfield, 
“but they cannot do so well as they could 
if provided with the other indications that 
are desirable in making forecasts.” 

Mr. Frankenfield did not mention the of- 
fending person or newspaper that has 
caused the withholding of the barometric 
readings, which he explained were desired 
also by some persons to govern them in 
their business undertakings, if they are by 
sea. But most of the people, he added, 
were satisfied with the temperature and 
wind readings. The suggestion was that 
the offense came from Norfolk, but no in- 
quiry appears to have been made to fix 
the responsibility. 


NEW GOVERNOR OF PORTO RICO 


William H. Hunt of Montana, Who Was 
Secretary of the Island Under Gov. 
Allen, Is Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The President 
to-day appointed William H. Hunt of Mon- 
tana Governor of Porto Rico, 


Mr. Hunt has been Acting Governor of 
Porto Rico since ex-Gov. Allen's return to 
this country, and his appointment was not 
unexpected. 

When Mr. Allen was appointed to the po- 
sition Mr. Hunt was made Secretary, and 
he has taken an active part in the retiring 
Governor's administration from the first. 
He is regarded as particularly well-fitted 


for his duties, having served for many 
years as an Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Montana. He was an im- 
portant witness before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections in the 
recent inquiry into the election of Senator 
W. A, Clark. 

While on the Montana bench he testified 
that he was approached by his family phy- 
sician and told that ‘‘ some parties "’ would 

ive him $100,000 if he threw the Wellcome 

isbarment case out of court. 

Gov. Hunt was born on Nov. 5, 1857, in 
New Orleans, the fourth son of the late 
William Henry Hunt of Louisiana, who 
was Secretary of the Navy in the Cabinets 
of Presidents Garfield and Arthur. He was 
educated at Yale, but did not graduate, 
owing to ill-health. He received the hon- 
orary degree of Master of Arts in 1896 
When twenty-seven years old he was made 
Attorney General of the Territory of Mon- 
tana, and he has held public offices there 
ever since Montana became a State. He 
was a member of the Legislature and of 
the convention which framed the State Con- 
stitution.

ONE POLAR EXPEDITION FAILS. 


Admiral Makaroff Finds It Impossible to 
Reach the Open Sea by Means 
of His Ice Breakers. 

HAMMERFEST, Norway, Aug. 30.—The 
steamer Frithjof, which arrived here yes- 
terday after having successfully landed the 
Baldwin-Ziegler arctic expedition at Camp 
Ziegler, on Alger Island, spoke the Russian 
ice-breaking steamer Ermak three weeks 
ago. 

Admiral Makaroff, the originator of the 
idea to reach the pole with the Ermak, said 
his experience had convinced him that it 
was impossible to force a way through to 
the Polar Sea. The Admiral was them 
homeward bound. He saw Mr. Baldwin. 


Great hopes were entertained by Admiral 
Makaroff and his associates that a plam 


had at last been invented by which the 
north pole could be reached. The Admiral 
is one of the best-known men in the Ruse 
sian Navy, and is well known in this coun- 
try, which he has visited several times. Bee 
sides being famous as a fighter—he took @ 
reine part in the Russo-Turkish war— 
le has devoted much time and study to the 
problem of preventing loss of life at sea. 

Admiral Makaroff's plan for reaching the 
north pole was the use of ice breakers of 
enormous power. The plan was developed 
about three years ago, and was supported 
by the Russian Government, which granted 
1,500,000 rubles for the fitting out of the 
expedition. Preliminary experiments were 
made in the Gulf of Finland and the Kara 
Sea, and were successful enough to warrant 
an attempt to reach the pole. 

The polar expedition started last Spring, 
and was fitted out at Newcastle, England. 
The sides of the Ermak are fifteen times as 
strong as those of an ordinary vessel, and 
the ship can run astern as easily as ahead. 
The propellers are not damaged by con- 
tact with the most formidable obstruction, 


LORD SALISBURY’S PLANS. 


A Report that He Is to Retire in a Few 
Months Denied by One of His 
Associates. 

LONDON, Aug. 31.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette yesterday, under the heading “ The 
Prime Minister’s Impending Resignation,” : 
said Lord Salisbury’s retirement would 
probably take place after the coronation of* 
King Edward, though some persons expect- 
ed it in the Autumn or early Winter. Re- 
ferring to the report editorially, The Pall 

Mass Gazette said: 

“The facts square with our own knowl- 
edge to the extent that the Unionist. Party 
should prepare for a new Premiership.” 

Chiefly owing to the lack of all interest- 
ing news, The Pall Mall Gazette’s an- 
nouncement attracted considerable atten- 
tion. The credence attached to it was due 
more to the paper's previous feat in fore- 
telling the retirement of Mr. Gladstone 
than by the inherent probabilit¥ of the 
article. 

After careful inquiry, it seems that there 
is nothing to justify the prophecy. An 
official who has been more closely associa- 
ted with Lord Salisbury than any one else 
tor over thirty years, said: 

“TI have nat heard a single word from 
Lord Salisbury or his friends to justify this 
latest resurrection of the retirement ru- 
mor. It is true that Lord Salisbury is 
getting very old, but he is now relieved of 
the bulk of the dull foreign affairs, which 
were formerly a0 trging. do not think he 
is very eager to retire, but what is more 
to the point, I feel certain that the party 
would not allow it unless age made far 
greater inroads on his health than it has 
at present. I think you will see Lord Salis- 
bury Premier as long as his health lasts 
and:2 Unionist Government is in power. 
Personally, he has no pursuits to which he 
desires to devote more leisure. Indeed, [I 
believe he would feel quite lost without a 
certain amount of statesmanship to occupy 
his energy.” 


CASTELLANE SELLS HIS YACHT. 


The Valhalla, Bought by Count and 
Countess Boni in 1896, Now 
Owned by Lord Crawford. 
LONDON, Aug. 30.—The Earl of Crawford 
has bought the auxiliary steam yacht Val- 
halla, owned by the Count and Countess 

Boni de Castellane. 





The Valhalla was bought by the Count » 
and Countess Boni de Castellane in 1896, 


It wus said at the time to be one of the 
Count’s ambitions to be a great yachtsman, 
but his unfortunate susceptibility to sea 
sickness has prevented him from person- 
ally using either his steam yacht or racer 
to any great extent. Before being bought 
by the Castellanes the Valhalla belonged 
to Joseph Frederick Laycock, an English 
banker, and was in New York Harbor at 
the time of the races for the America’s 
Cup between the Valkyrie III. and Des 
fender. 

The yacht, which originally cost $450,000, 
is the largest vessel of her kind in the 
world, and depends almost entirely on her 
sails. She was constructed in 1892, and is 
a very handsome ship, the lines of her bow 
being especially graceful. She is steel ar- 
mored, and is 230.6 feet over all, 37.2 feet 
beam, and 20.7 feet in depth. Her mizzen- 
mast is 125 feet long, and her mainmast 
141 feet. 


WHITAKER WRIGHT ATTACKED. 


Le Roy Company Shareholders to Send 
an Expert to Examine the Mines 
—Four Directors Resign. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—An excited meeting 
of shareholders of the Le Roy Mining Com- 
pany was held in London yesterday. In 
the course of the meeting shouts were 
heard of, ‘‘ Where is Whitaker Wright?” 
“On the telephone,’’ somebody shouted de- 
risively in reply. 

It was then announced that Mr. Wright 
had telephoned, explaining that, owing: to 
resignation, there were only two Directors 
left, and advising the meeting to form a 
committee to appoint new ones. It trans- 
pired that Mr. Wright, Lord Dufferin, and 
Messrs. Ruegg and Mills had all resigned. 

The two remaining Directors, Messrs. Hill 
and Andrew, both refused to take the chair. 
Shareholder Aaron was thereupon voted te 
the chair, and announced that he had a 
majority of 131,438 proxies over those held 
by the Wright party, this proving how con- 
fidence had been shaken in Mr. Wright's 
management. Mr. Aaron and others made 
very uncomplimentary remarks about Mr, 
Wright, who, it is said, is now a sharehold- 
er only to the extent of forty shares. 

The meeting applauded Mr. Aargn’s com- 
ments. After much commotion it &ppointed 
a mining engineer, R. J. Frecheville, a Di- 
rector, and resolved to send him to British 
Columbia to examine into and report a 
the whole business, after which other - 
rectors will be appointed.

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SHAMROCK IN A SPURT 


Yacht, with a Fair Breeze, Passed 
Steamers in Run to Anchorage. 


MORE NEW SAILS TRIED ON 


Cup Challenger Had a Smart Spin Out 
to Sea, Accompanied by Erin, with 
Her Owner on Board. 


Like a pretty woman with an unlimited 
supply of gowns, the Shamrock every day 
that she has been out for a trial spin has 
appeared in a new dress. Of the new sails 
and handsome ones that have graced her 
tall spars those worn in yesterday’s spin 
seemed to fit her best. The surprise of the 
day in that line, however, was an enormous 
spinnaker of Irish linen, which the critics 
said was the largest ever seen in these 
waters. 

This fifth trial of the green yacht from 
Dumbarton lasted four hours, in which 
time she traveled about thirty miles. She 
showed good speed in a light breeze during 
three hours, and in a fresh breeze that 
came in the last hour of the spin. 

A large party of guests of Sir Thomas 
Lipton went out to see yesterday’s trial. 
Thoy were on board the steam yacht Erin, 
and included Edward P. Benjamin, Mrs. 
Henry Siegel, Mrs, Hart, and Miss Hart. 

Slipping her mooring at 11 o’clock the 
Shamrock, under mainsail, clubtopsail, 
staysail, jib, and baby fjibtopsail, filled 
away on the starboard tack. Rounding the 
point of the hook Capt. Sycamore hauled 
her close to the wind, which was from the 
southeast, and she fetched to the entrances 
of Gedney’s Channel in one tack. There 
was a strong ebb tide running, and when 
at 11:23 she made two tacks of one minute 
each she was able to fetch out by the out- 
er buoy of Gedney’s Channel, and so on out 
to sea on the starboard tack. 

In the light air prevailing, the challenger 
slipped through the water surprisingly fast, 
making hardly a ripple as she traveled. Go- 
ing about at 12:02, and again at 12:23, she 
was able to pass so close to the Sandy 
Hook Lightship that one of the crew tossed 


a bundle of daily papers on the old yellow 
ship’s deck. 


NEW SAILS TRIED ON. 

For twenty-five minutes the Shamrock 
was kept going out to sea on the starboard 
tack. It was then luncheon time on board 
the Erin, and Sir Thomas had the yacht 
“hove to” while the Erin's launch came 
alongside and took him off with Designer 
Watson and Commodore Hilliard. These 


three went around the yacht to get a good 
view of her sails and hull while she was 
under way. Then they. went over to the 
Erin, to join the guests on board that 
yacht, 

Capt. Sycamore kept the Shamrock going 
until she was about six miles east of the 
lightship. Then, at 1:15, he swung her 
around to the port tack, and, easing sheets 
started for home with the main boom broa: 
off to starbvard. A minute later the spin- 
naker boom was lowered to port and guyed 
into position. It is a splendid hollow 
spruce spar, of American make, apparent- 
ly_ about 80 feet in length. 

There was a long wait before the sail was 
set. Nothing could be seen of it on deck. 
Finally, at 1:33, it began to come up out 
of the fore hatch. The halyards had been 
bent on to the head while it was below, and 
in just one minute the sail was hoisted and 
sheeted out in its place. 

This was simply another proof of the ex- 
cellent system on board the yacht—some- 
thing that will count when it comes to 
earnest work in racing for the cup. The 
sail itself was as fine a piece of Irish linen 
as one would wish to see, its head going 
clear to the topmast truck, and the foot in 
a graceful curve sweeping the water. 


CHALLENGER SHOWS HER SPEED. 


The spinnaker was only set ten minutes 
when Skipper Sycamore ordered it in. Be- 
fore you could say ‘“ Jack Robinson” the 
sail was down—not on deck, but snugly 


stowed away in the yacht’s fore hold, or 
cabin. At 1:45 the working foresail was 
taken in and a ballooner set in its place. 

A fresher breeze was then seen coming in 
from seaward, and Capt. Sycamore wanted 
to beat the Erin in to her anchorage. He 
did it, too. Taking in the baby jibtopsail 
and sheeting a larger one down just as the 
breeze reached the yacht she seemed to 
fairly jump away. From eight knots she 
increased her speed to ten, and then to 
twelve, passing the press tug as if that 
craft were anchored. 

Dashing up Gedney’s Channel at steam- 
boat speed she passed the Erin off the bell 
buoy, at the point of the Hook, while all 
hands “tailed on”’ to the main sheet and 
trimmed it down. 

It was a magnificent burst of speed, and 
one that would do credit to any ninety- 
footer. There is little doubt, if the Colum- 
bia or Constitution had been alongside of 
the Shamrock during this last half hour of 
the spin, that it would have been a sight 
worth traveling many miles to see, 

At 8:02 Capt. Sycamore luffed the yacht 
into the wind, while the crew took in the 
head sails and the clubtopsail, and at 
3:30 she picked up her mooring in Sandy 
Hook Bay, and everything was made snug 
for the day. 

After the spin Sir Thomas Lipton said: 
“It was a very good light-weather trial, 
but more of a sail-stretchin = to get 
the boat in good condition for r. Jame- 
son, who will arrive to-night, we hope. He 
will have absolute charge of the yacht 
when he comes, and I want to say that he 
is worth five minutes to any vacht-he sails 
on. We regard him as the best amateur 
yachtsman in England. The Shamrock 
will go out at 10 o’clock to-morrow with 
Jameson on board. I shall start for New- 
pet with a party on Sunday morning, and 

hope to see a good race between the two 
American yachts on Monday.” 

On Monday evening Sir Thomas will be 
the guest of Commodore and Mrs. Lewis 
Cass Ledyard at their house in Newport. 
The members of the Regatta Committee of 
the New York Yacht Club are also to dine 
with them on that evening. On Tuesday 
morning the Shamrock goes out for an- 
other trial, with Mr. Jameson on board. 


BIG BET ON THE YACHT RACE. 


W. J. Kingsley Says He Has Arranged 
to Wager $150,000 on Shamrock 
Against $250,000. 

Walter J. Kingsley, at the Hotel Imperial 
last night, declared that he had completed 
arrangements to make a bet of $150,000 to 
$250,000 on the success of the Shamrock in 
the coming yachting contest, and expects 
to leave for Pittsburg on Monday to settle 
the details. He admits that no money has 
yet been displayed or papers signed. 

Published reports that the great bet had 
been made at the Waldorf-Astoria and that 
Mr. Kingsley was a patron of the house 
brought many people to the big hotel dur- 
ing the day, and the clerks were kept busy 
telling the visitors that nothing of the 
kind had happened at the hotel, and that 
they didn’t know anything about Mr.

A REAL ESTATE DEAL. 


J. R. De Lamar’s Purchase on Staten 
Island Sound—Big Smelting Plant 
to be Established. 


A deal in real estate on the New Jersey 
shore of Staten Island Sound has just been 
consummated which will have as its out- 
come the establishment of large smelting 
works and the launching of a new enter- 
prise, giving employment to 750 men. 

The property in question, a tract of about 
100 acres, with a water front of 1,000 feet, 
at Carteret, N. J., adjoining what ts known 
as Blazing Star Dock, has been bought by 
J. R.De Lamar through Broker Samuel 
Goldsticker of this city. Plans for the new 
smelting plant are now in course of prep- 
aration, and the total investment called for, 
including the cost of thé land, will be near- 
ly $1,000,000. 

The property is sold to Mr. De Lamar by 
the Sound Shore Front Improvement Com- 
pany. It is a tract well known among the 
residents of Perth Amboy and near-by 
towns, having been a famous picnic ground 
for many F jee 

r. De mar was not in the city yester- 
day, and it was not possible to get from 
other sources any detailed statement re- 
nices his new enterprise. In well-in- 
ormed circles, however, it was stated that 
his purchase did not necessarily mean any 
war between opposing smelting interests. 
In this connection, it was pointed out that 
Mr. De Lamar had considerable to do with 
the smelter combination last Spring which 
resulted in the absorption of the Guggen- 
heim interest by the American Smelting 
and Refining Company. 


WANT OYSTER LAWS OBEYED. 


Baltimore Packers Protest Against 
Shipping Undersized Bivalves. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 30.—Oyster packers of 
Baltimore will petition the State authori- 
ties to rigidly enforce the ‘“‘cull”’ law and 
prevent the taking of undersized oysters. 
George Moore, a leading packer, says: 

‘There are packers in this city who bring 
oysters here from Southern waters, pack 


and label them Chesapeake Bay or Balti- 
more. These oysters are inferior in quality, 
being scarcely more than a quantity of 
mussels, and when these goods are scat- 
tered broadcast through the North and 
West the reputation of the Baltimore oys- 
ter is damaged.’’ 

The abuse of the oyster label is similar to 
the frauds relative to California fruits, and 
the courts have been filled with these cases 
for some time. Before the fraud clause 
was a part of the Maryland law, unscrupu- 
lous packers would put a single oyster in a 
can, fill the receptacle with water, and 
sell it. 


INTEREST NOT DUE IS TAXABLE, 


Decision of Attorney General 


State Corporation Tax. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 30.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Davis to-day rendered an opinion to 
the State Controller concerning the ad- 
ministration of the new tax laws taxing 
savings banks and trust companies. He 
holds that accrued interest not actually 
due is taxable as undivided earnings. The 
effect of the opinion is that about $70,000 
additional will be added to the State finan- 
ces for the current fiscal year. The At- 
torney General says: 

“The word ‘earnings,’ it seems to me, 
cannot have been intended by the Legisla- 
ture to be used in such a limited sense as 
to include only interest actually due. The 
interest upon a mortgage constitutes the 


earnings of the principal invested, and 
whether payment of such interest is act- 
ually due or not does not affect the ques- 
tion as to whether such interest has been 
earned. 

‘In my opinion the question as to 
whether such interest is due merely goes 
to the question of remedy or the right 
to secure or obtain the same. It is earned 
from time to time, as the yeinaipal is 
used and as it accrues, an therefore 
should be considered as a part of the undi- 
vided earnings. 

“A different construction would offer an 
easy escape from the effect of the pro- 
visions in question. Savings banks and 
trust companies would only be obliged to 
take their securities in such form as to 
have the interest become due subsequent 
to June 30 and then to disburse through 
dividends or otherwise such earnings due 
and paid to them subsequent to the date 
mentioned and prior to June 30 of the 
ensuing year, and thereby escape payment 
of the tax upon earnings of this charac- 
ter.”’ 


MR. SHERWOOD'S STATEMENT. 


Says He Does Not See Why He Should 
Be Blamed in Silk Frauds. 


Assistant Appraiser Warner Sherwood is- 
sued a statement yesterday in regard to 
the silk frauds in the Custom House, in 
which he says that he does not know why 
the Japanese silk goods were transferred 
from his division to that of another, but he 
says the Appraiser told him some time ago 
that he suspected one of his a ae 
of dishonesty, and proposed to r. Sher- 
wood that they work together to trap the 
man. He says, too, that some time ago a 


firm was detected passing handkerchiefs 
through the Fourth Division fraudulently. 

The goods were seized and forfeited, and 
the fraud in that case was as great as in 
the ones now being investigated. Mr. Sher- 
wood says that examiners often have been 
detected in dishonest practices and re- 
moved without their superior officers being 
censured, and he cannot see why he himself 
has been singled out for punishment. He 
says that Marshall Field & Co. of Chicago, 
who, it was asserted, discovered the frauds 
in Japanese silks at this port, gave him 
na information on the but 
samples to be analyzed. 

Their goods, Mr. Sherwood says, were 
found to contain more than 45 per cent. in 
weight of silk, and would be classified here 
at $3 a pound, and an investigation by 
Special Agent Cummings found that only 
about 4 per cent. of the Japanese corded 
silks imported at New York were simNar to 
the samples, the great bulk of corded silk 
being dutiable at $1.30 a pound, yet these 
goods command as high a price in this mar- 
ket as those subject to the higher rate-of 
duty.

BRIG. GEN. LUDLOW DEAD 


Consumption Carried Off Popular 
Officer at Convent; N. J. 


Served Brilliantly During the Civil War 
the War with Spain—Had 
Many Special Assignments.

Brig. Gen. Willlam Ludlow, United States 
Army, died at the home of his son-in-law, 
C. A. Griscom, Jr., Convent, N. J., yester- 
day, of consumption. Gen. Ludlow was fif- 
ty-eight years of age and had been ill with 
the disease which killed him only a few 
months, the discovery of its existence hav- 
ing been made at Manila last Spring, on 
Gen. Ludlow’s arrival there, to begin act- 
ive service in the Archipelago. He returned 
home immediately, arriving in May at San 
Francisco, where he was met by his family. 

He started immediately for Convent, N. 
J., where he was placed on waiting orders 
in the hope that the climate and the medi- 
cal attention would result in the disease 
being checked in its early stages. 

Gen. Ludlow was born at Islip, L. I., in 
1843. He entered West Point just before 
the outbreak of the civil war, in 1860, at 


the age of seventeen years. On June 13, 
1864, he was graduated from the Academy, 
commissioned a First Lieutenant, made a 
Chief Engineer, and assigned to duty with 
the Twentieth Corps, under Gen. Hooker, 
which was then engaged in the campaign 
around Atlanta. The day after he joined 
the corps the battle of Peach Tree Creek 
occurred, and for meritorious behavior in 
that engagement Lieut. Ludlow was brev- 
etted a Captain, which was likewise a rec- 
ognition of his gallant conduct in the de- 
fense of Allatoona Pass. 

Lieut. Ludlow took part in most of the 
engagements around Atlanta, was at the 
defense of Allatoona Pass and of Rome, 
Ga., aud was commended for valiant serv- 
ices at the battle of Allatoona Heights. He 
was with Gen. Sherman on his march to 
the sea, and was breveted Major and then 
a Lieutenant Colonel for gallantry at 
Goldsborough and Raleigh. 

After the war, in 1867, Lieut. Ludlow re- 
ceived his commission as a Captain in the 
Engineer Corps of the regular army. In 
1872 he was appointed Chief Engineer of 
the Department of Dakota, a position he re- 
tained until 1876, when he was relieved and 
assigned to duty in connection with the 
river and harbor improvement work in 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, and New Jersey. 
He was engaged in the performance of 
those duties until 1882, on the 30th of June 
of which year he was promoted to a Major 
of Engineers and made Engineer Secretary 
of the Lighthouse Board. He served in 
that capacity for ten months, when by per- 
mission of Congress his services were loaned 
to the City of Philadelphia, where, as Chief 
Engineer of the Philadelphia Water Works, 
he ‘practically revolutionized the system in 
that city. 

In 1886 he became Engineer Commissioner 
of the District of Columbia, which position 
he held for two years. From March 1 to 
Dec. 14, 1888, Major Ludlow was in charge 
of the surveys and river and harbor im- 

rovements on the great lakes. In 1893 

resident Cleveland appointed him Mili- 
tary Attaché of the American Embassy to 
the Court of St. James in London.

on the feasibility of the Nicaragua Canal 
schemes, which report was submitted in 
November, 1895, and added considerably to 
his already enviable reputation as an en- 
gineer. His last duty prior to the outbreak 
of the war with Spain was in this city, 
where he had charge of the river and har- 
bor improvements and fortifications in the 
harbor. 

When war with Spain was declared Ma- 
jor Ludlow was one of six Engineer offi- 
cers who were made Brigadier Generals of 
Volunteers. He was assigned to the com- 
mand of a brigade in. Gen. Shafter’s army 
of invasion, his command being a part of 
Lawton’s division. In the attack on San- 
tiago Ludlow’s brigade, which was the 
first under Lawton, played a prominent 

art in the operations. After the battle of 

1 Caney Gen. Lawton in his report of the 
engagement called attention to the splen- 
did work of Ludlow’s command. 

After the war was ended he was made 
Military Commander of the City of Havana 
under Gen. Brooke. Gen. Ludlow was then 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the regular _estab- 
lishment and was made a Brigadier General 
in the regular army. On_ being re- 
lieved of duty in Cuba Gen. Ludlow was 
placed on detached duty and was selected 
owing to his familiarity with foreign arm- 
ies to formulate plans for the establish- 
ment of an Army War College. In con- 
nection with this work he visited and stud- 
ied the leading military institutions in 
France, Germany, and England. His report 
formed on the results of that inspection 
are now on file in the War Department, 
and will be used as a basis for the estab- 
lishment of the proposed institution. 

At the conclusion of his duties In conhec- 
tion with the War College Gen. Ludlow 
was ordered to the Philippines to succeed 
Gen. R. P. Hughes, in command of the 
southern islands. This was his last offi- 
cial appointment. 

In personal appearance Gen. Ludlow was 
a magnificent looking man, and was con- 
sidered by many of his brother officers to 
be the andsomest man in the army. 
Many interesting anecdotes are accredited 
to him, one of which is to the effect that 
when stationed at Detroit in charge of the 
river and harbor work, a contractor who 
wished to get a Government job ap- 
proached him, asked for the work, and 
then quietly laid on the table beside him a 
fifty-dollar bill. 

Gen. Ludlow looked at the money for a 
moment, then drew out of his pocket two 
cigars, and offered one to the contractor. 
Then quietly picking up the bill he set it 
on fire from the flame in the grate, light- 
ed his cigar, and then handed the remnant 
of the bill to the contractor to do likewise. 
The contractor did not get the job. 

Gen. Ludlow was married in 1866 to Gen- 
evieve Almira Sprigg of St. Louis, a cous- 
in of Mrs. Winfield S. Hancock. They have 
one daughter, who is the wife of Clement 
Acton Griscom, Jr., of this city. 


JOHN D. LANKENAU DEAD. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—John D. 
Lankenau, well-known philanthropist and 
member of the Drexel family, who was 
stricken with paralysis last Wednesday, 
died this afternoon at his residence in this 
city. He was eighty-four years of age. 
Early in the Summer he sustained his first 


stroke of paralysis in his Summer home at 
Cape May, N. J., but he recovered suffi- 
ciently to return to this city at the end of 
July. 

Mr. Lankenau was born in Bremen, Ger- 
many. He completed his education in the 
Bremen Business College and came to this 
city at the age of nineteen years to accept 
a position with a firm of dry goods import- 
ers, by whom he had been employed in his 
native town. He afterward became a mem- 
ber of the firm, from which he retired in 
1865 with a large fortune. In 1848 he mar- 
ried Miss Mary Joanna Drexel, a daughter 
of Francis M. Drexel. 

Having been named as one of his father- 
in-law’s executors, the management of the 
Drexel estate fell entirely into Mr. Lan- 
kenau’s hands. The work of carrying out 
the terms of Francis M. Drexel’s will ex- 
tended over many years and occupied the 
executor’s attention until his death. Mr. 
Drexel had been the Treasurer of the Ger- 
man Hospital here, and Mr. Lankenau be- 
came a member of the Board of Trustees of 
the institution. He had been President of 
that body since 1869. 

Mrs. Lankenau died in 1873, and in her 
memory Mr. Lankenau established the 
Mary J. Drexel Home for Aged and Home- 
less Patients of the German Hospital. He 
was a frequent and generous contributor 
to the German Hospital and to the Mother 
House for Deaconesses. He served as 
Chairman of the commission in charge of 
the German exhibit at the Centennial Ex- 
position in this city in_ 1876, and received a 
decoration from the Emperor William I. 


Obituary Notes. 


Marcus KAVANNAGH, father of Judge 
Kavannagh, of Chicago, died yesterday in 
Des Moines, lowa, after a short illness. He 
was born in Ireland in 1833. and was a 
railroad builder, having constructed the 
Winterset and Des Moines Railroad, the 
Indianola Line, a large part of the Texas 
Pacific between Longview and Dallas, and 
many other roads in Iowa and Kansas. 


A BOSTON MONEY WAR. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 30.—There are in 
New England 76 country banks out of 569 
which have refused to enter into an agree- 
ment to pay checks on each other at face 
value. These insist on the legal exchange, 
which is one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

To circumvent the scheme of the country 
banks, the Clearing House tried sending 
the checks by express. This had the de- 
sired effect of compelling the banks to pay 
face value, but they retaliated by return- 


ing the amounts in silver dollars by ex- 
press to Boston, where the express charges, 
often large ones, had to be paid. 

The country banks get the coin from the 
Sub-Treasury here under the act of March 
3, 1901, appropriating $100,000 for the 
transportation of silver coin. Under this 
act they have the silver shipped to them 
free, but the Boston Clearing House must 
pay expressage for the privilege of having 
it returned. Yesterday, as the result of 
this operation on the part of the banks, 
the Clearing House sent $7,000 in silver 
and fractional currency back to the Sub- 
Treasury, and nearly three times that 
eupeunt was transferred in the same way 
o-day.

only less activity in the market, but also 
a not unsubstantial decline in prices, due 
to the selling of long stock by holders 
who might not care to go over the three- 
day holiday long of securities. At the 
same time, it was believed that there 
would, be found few new buyers coura- 
geous enough to take the stocks so of- 
fered except at marked recessions in 
prices, for when Wall Street last had a 
triple holiday it was at the expense of 
market values and to the loss of hold- 
ers of speculative lines of stock. Then, 
too, apart from the holiday, it was point- 
ed out that to-day an unfavorable bank 
statement is almost certain to be issued, 
for during the week the loss in cash by 
the banks has been in the neighborhood 
of $6,000,000, in large measure because 
of the shipments of currency to the West 
for crop-moving purposes. Expectation 
of this statement, the pessimists de- 
clared, would be another factor likely to 
deter would-be purchasers. And hence 
the many predictions of a dull and heavy 
market. 5 

The developments of the day show 
clearly how little these wiseacres knew 
of the real situation, how little they ap- 
preciated the force of the interests be- 
hind the market, or how lHttle they 
counted upon the surprising foreign and 
home demand for stocks. Instead of an 
inactive market, invariably seen before 
a holiday, there was a fair degree of 
activity, more than 400,000 shares chang- 
ing hands, while, more remarkable, in 
the face of the persistent realizing all 
day prices steadily advanced, with the 
closing figures generally the highest for 
the day and showing many net gains.

found that every important stock on the 
board showed an advance. More, the 
trading f~was very well diversified, the 
number of individual stocks traded in 
being larger than for some time—and 
this though Erie common stock alone 
contributed over 70,000 shares out of the 
day’s total: This, so expert opinion runs, 
clearly indicates a very general interest 
and suggests, so it is declared, not that 
the upward movement in prices culmi- 
nated on Monday last, but rather that 
that movement has but begun, and will 
continue so long as the wonderful pros- 
perity of the country warrants it. 

As for news developments during the 
day, there was none of consequence to 
influence the market one way or the 
other, unless it be the familiar story of 
good times and increased earnings told 
by the published. railway reports. For 
instance, for July the Reading Company 
reported an increase in net, as compared 
with the corresponding month last year, 
of $88,260, and St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco an increase of $168,990, while for 
the third week of August Seaboard Air 
Line reported ah increase in its gross 
earnings of $30,000. It is true that the 
reports in respect to the steel strike con- 
tinued favorable and suggestive of an 
early settlement of the strike, but this 
can hardly be said to be news. Perhaps 
the most significant general development 
of the day was the failure of any money 
squeeze over the holiday to materialize, 
most of the day’s call loans being made 
at 2% per cent., with the figure at no 
time rising higher than 3 per cent., and 
a sharp decline toward the close of 
business in sterling exchange bringing 
the rate within almost 1 cent of the gold 
importing point and leading to expecta- 
tions that gold will be shipped here from 
Europe perhaps next week. 

Coming to the stocks themselves, the 
Eries were easily the features, nearly 
90,000 shares of the three issues being 
traded in at substantéal advances. One 
Stock Exchange house alone took 10,000 
shares of the common stock, the buying 
being attended by reports that Morgan, 
Vanderbilt, and Pennsylvania interests 
alike were the leading purchasers. = It 
seems to be agreed that some important 
developments in the affairs of the com- 
pany are pending, but what their nature 
cannot be learned. The strength of the 
Vanderbilt stocks, notably the Nickel 
Plate issues, was another market feat- 
ure, the Street hearing in this connec- 
tion that the Vanderbilt plan of reor- 
ganization had at last been decided upon. 
Union Pacifie and Southern Pacific were 
likewise notably strong, under purchases 
ascribed to the Harriman-Kuhn-Loeb in- 
terests, who are quoted by their friends 
as predicting great things for both prop- 
erties. Gould brokers were buyers of 
their securities, notably Western Union 
and Missouri Pacific. As a 5 per cent. 
steck, with a record of over 130 con- 
secutive dividends, Western Union, it is 
claimed, is selling ridiculously low. Short 
covering was responsible for the rise in 
Smelters common stock. Atchison was 
bought for pool account.

TRADE DEVELOPMENTS. 


The week now drawing to a close—the 
last of the month—witnesses in trade 
and business circles a much more hope- 
ful feeling than prevailed in the early 
part of August. Then the steel strike 
had just begun, the corn crop scare was 
present in full force, a feeling of labor 
uncertainty was in the air, and, gener- 
ally, the prophets of great trouble to 
come had not a little ammunition to 
hand. Now all this is changed. The steel 
strike is as good as settled, crop reports 
grow better, general business flourishes, 
railway earnings steadily increase, and 
there is money a-plenty for all legitimate 
business purposes. It is a refreshing, a 
reassuring change. 

The trade reviews sum the situation 
up well, as presented by extracts here- 


with. :) 


Fradstreet’s says: 

A further improvement in corn-crop advices, 
confidence in the early ending of the steel strike, 
a further advance in cotton—due, however, to 
erop deterioration as much as to the better 
tone of dry goods trade advices—and last, but 
not least, the advent of cooler weather, are 
unitedly responsible for a still further enlarge- 
ment of general trade distribution at nearly all 
markets, and a perceptibly better and more 
cheerful tone of business generally. Specially 
good reports come from such centres as Chi- 
cago, which reports a very heavy business in 
dry goods, clothing, and shoes; from St. Louis, 
which advises of unusual activity among job- 
bers and the dry goods trade in August beyond 
expectation: from Kansas City, which reports 
that jobbers have all they can do to handle 
business offering, and from Omaha, which re- 
ports August trade-larger than last year. Those 
dispatches are apparently only corroborative 
of results obtained from a special investigation 
by Bradstreet’s throughout the entire corn grow- 
ing section, which point to a yield of not less 
than 1,400,000,000 bushels of that cereal, and 
that reiterate earlier reports that the good 
crop of wheat and high prices for that cereal 
and corn will nearly or quite offset the ill-effect

Southwest aroused 
business was on the verge 
Thousands of idle strikers, 
fitless season in agricultural regions, meant 
{nactivity in manufacturing, trade. and trans- 
portation, according to the prophets of evil. 
Instead of these calamitous conditions, how- 
ever, the month ends with a horizon that is 
almost cléar, and each day resumption of work 
at an idle mill adds to the productive capacity, 
while cancelled orders for merchandise from 
dealers in the drought section are rapidly rein- 
stated. After many years of steadily increasing 
prosperity, the farming population can face 
moderate losses with equanimity. Jobbers and 
manufacturers report that orders for Fall goods 
have exceeded any previous year, with notice- 
able demand for the better grades, and there is 
definite mersure of active trade in bank ex- 
changes at this city 74.0 per cent. larger than in 
the same week last year. and 20.5 per cent. above 
1899, while at other lending cities the increase is 
36.2 and 25.0 per cent., respectively. Although 
scarcity of freight cars holds back a large ton- 
nage, railway earnings thus far reported for 
August show a gain of 12.1 per cent. over last 
year and 23.6 per cent. over 1899. 


Of tron and steel, Bradstreet’s says: 


The air of patient serenity with which the tron 
and steel trades view the trade and strike gitua- 
tion is significant of the confidence growi that 
the end of the strike is in sight. Predictions that 
it will not last more than ten days longer are 
made by the officials of the companies affected. 
Leaving out this matter. the trade is in good 
shape, and consumption is large. Finished prod- 
ucts, such as hoops, tubes, sheets, and tin plates, 
are still bringing high premiums. Structural ma- 
terfal, plate, and bar mills have orders for 
months ahead. Wire is scarce at Chicago, owing 
to the Joliet shut-down. At Pittsburg merchant 
furnaces are at the end of their orders, and must 
pile stocks next month if the strike lasts: Foun- 
dry iron is in good demand at. St. Louwis, and 
hardware is in active distribution at all Western 
markets. 


On the same subject, as well as on some 
general matters, Dun's says: 


Quotatiens of steel products are still nominal 
owing to the difficulty experienced in securing 
prompt delivery. Where consumers are in n 
of immediate shipments they are ready to << 
premiums, but on distant contracts conditions 
are unchanged It is estimated that not more 
than 20 per cent. of the steel company’s ca- 
pacity has been stopped by the strike, and this 
proportion daily decreases. Pig iron consump- 
tion has been curtailed, and an increase in 
furnace stocks on Sept. 1 is expected, but prices 
are fairly steady becauee of the large demand 
anticipated when work ts fully resumed. Con- 
sumers of tin plate have,gecured supplies abroad 
so that their ‘work ts mot badly handicapped, 
and while it is to be deplored that American 
capital and wagg earners will lose the profits of 
this business, it Is fortunate that other industries 
are not disturbed. ‘ 

Footwear shops contjnue in splendid positio 
and the demand for“leather is large at wel 
maintained prices. Hides are sharing the im- 
provement, with higher prices and activity at 
the West. Woolen mills are crowded with orders, 
even the smaller concerns participating, and the 


wool market is steady despite weakness abroad. 
Both raw rubber and silk are strong, bearing 
paantes to the better conditions in these in- 
ustries, 


CANADIAN TRADE, 


According to Canadian trade advices to 
Dun's Review, wholesale provisions, dry 
goods, and hardware are in better demand, 
and retail trade also shows improvement 
at St. John, but collections are as slow 
as usual at this season. Prospects favor 
an increase in through shipments of West- 
ern produce during the coming Winter. 


Preparations for Fall business make ac- 
tivity at Halifax in wholesale lines, but 
retail is still slack and lumber shipments 
are slow. The annual! industrial exhibition 
brings retail merchants to Toronto, and 
millinery and dry goods are especially ac- 
tive. Hamilton reports improvement in 
most lines with prices firmer. Weather 
conditions are favorable at Quebec, and 
tourist travel heavy and increasing. Trade 
is good and collections are satisfactory at 
Montreal. Jobbers are quiet. at Winnipeg, 
but Fall prospects are bright, and the 
wheat crop is considered beyond danger. 
Victoria reports trade quiet and collections 
only fair. : 


MINING DIVIDENDS. : 

It is noteworthy that although only fifty- 
two companies engaged in the mineral in- 
dustry of this country reported to The 
Engineering and Mining Journal, the total 
dividends in August were $14,746,255, or 16 
per cent. greater than in the previous 
month. This increase was due mostly to 
the heavy disbursements by the iron and 
Steel and the copper companies. Of the 
$3,418,544 paid by thirty-nine metal mines, 
four copper properties alone reported over 
73 per cent., or $2,520,275. This group was 
led by the Boston and Montana, in Mon- 
tana, which made its third quarterly pay- 
ment of $1,500,000, being at the rate of 160 
per cent. per annum on a share capital of 
$3,750,000, thus placing it in the front rank 
of profitable mines. The greater part of 
this dividend goes into the treasury of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company, which is 
the largest stockholder. Such revenue is 
used by the Amalgamated Company to pay 

per cent. annually in dividends on its 
outstanding capital stock of $150,058,600, 
since it operates no mines directly. 

Of the thirty-three gold, silver, and lead 
companies making disbursements, some 
have changed their monthly declarations to 
quarterly. This is especially the case 
where the list of stockholders is very large 
and the monthly payments have been small, 
as in the Cripple Creek district, Colorado, 
where mines are paying from 6 to 36 per 
cent. annually on commanentiogs that range 
from $500,000 to $5,000,000. Of all the gold 
mines paying this month, the Consolidated 
Mercur, in Utah, leads with $125,000 on a 
five-million-dollar share capital. Next in 
order is the great Homestake property in 
the Black Hills, South Dakota, which an- 
nounced its usual monthly dividend of 
$105,000, being at the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum on a twenty-one-million-dollar capi- 
talization. 

The zinc properties are not paying as well 
as formerly, and little is heard of the com- 
panies that were formed a few years ago 
with such large capitals, upon which regu-, 
lar monthly dividends were promised in- 
definitely. 

There were three coal and coke companies 
that reported $191,782. The National Salt 
Company also paid its regular quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent. ($105,000) on its 
common stock, and 1% per cent. ($87,500) 
on the preferred, making the total dis- 
bursements since incorporation $1,297,500, 
or nearly 11 per cent. on its combined capi- 
tal of $12,000,000. 

Already there have been some heavy 
quarterly dividend declarations for Septem- 
ber, and from all accounts the closing 
months of this year will show very effect- 
ively the profitable operations Of the min- 
eral and metallurgical industries of the 
United States in 1901. 


CURRENCY MOVEMENTS. 


Discussing the movement of currency 
during the week, Messrs. Dow, Jones & Co., 
in their regular review, say: 

“The principal movements of currency 
this week indicate that the banks lost 
thereby $6,276,500. The banks received 
from the interior. $4,395,300, and shipped to 
the interior $7,842,800, of which $1,850,000 
was transferred through the Sub-Treasury 
to Chicago. A large part of the direct ship- 
ments also went to Chicago, and a consid- 
erable amount to the South and East. The 
loss on interior transactions was $3,453,500. 
This is the largest loss to the interior this 


wee one exception, the first week in 
April. 

‘*The banks received new gold on New 
York Assay Office checks, $1,082,100, and 
from the Pacific Coast, $420,100. Total new 
gold, $1,502,200. Payments during the week 
for bonds purchased by the Treasury 
amounted to $348,500. There was a_ ship- 
ment of $50,000 gold to Canada. The banks 
received from the Sub-Treasury on ordi- 
nary Government disbursements $14,305,300, 
and paid to the Sub-Treasury for customs, 
internal revenue. 5 per cent. redemption 
fund, &c., $18,929,000. Loss on Sub-Treas- 
ury transactions proper, $4,623,700. The 
gain from new gold and bond purchases 
was $1,850,700, and the loss to the interior, 
Sub-Treasury, and on gold shipments to 
Canada was $8,127,200. So the net loss 
was $6,276,500. 

“That the movement of currency to the 
West and South this year is earlier than 
it was last is shown by the fact that from 
July 1 to Sept. 1, 1900, the transfers 
through the Sub-Treasury were only $350,- 
000, all to New Orleans. This year the 
transfers from July 1 to Aug. 30 amount 
to $4,275,000, of which $725,000 went to 
New. Orleans amd $3,550,000 to Chicago. 

“The large ioss to the banks on Sub- 
Treasury transactions proper is due in part 
to the fact that pension payments for the 
week were only $913,000, but the chief cause 
is the collection of a surplus revenue by 
the Government.”

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LEADERS SAY SHEEHAN 
MADE THE THREA 


He Deciares He Will Support the 
Fugionist Candidate. 


Report that the Greater New York 
Democracy’s Attitude Is Assumed 
in Mr. Hill’s interest. 


Among politicians, except those closely 
identified with Tammany Hall, very little 
attention was paid yesterday to the alleged 
threats of the Greater New York Democ- 
racy to vote the Anti-Tammany ticket un- 
less an independent Democrat is nominated 
for Mayor by the Fusifonists. 

These threats generally were attributed 
to John C. Sheehan. Among other things 

_ he was alleged to have said that Senator 
Platt, President Robert C. Morris of the 
Reupblican County Committee, and ex- 
Senator M. J. Coffey of Kings County, had 
entered into some sort of an agreement 
whereby the nomination of Col. B. M. Knox 
was to be forced for Mayor. Should that 
fail Seth Low was to be taken up. 

When President Morris was seen yester- 
day he said: 

“TI have nothing to say about the pub- 
lished statement regarding what the Great- 
er New York Democracy will do. My an- 
swer to the statement that there is any 
agreement between Mr. Platt, myself, and 
any one else is that it has long been known 
that neither Mr. Platt nor myself has any 
candidate, and I am willing to accept the 
choice of the joint conference.” 

Ex-Senator Frederick 8. Gibbs, when his 
attention was called to the matter, said: 

“‘T can’t believe that John Sheehan ever 
made the statement attributed to him. I 
consider him too good a politician to make 


any such remarks. The idea that the 
Greater New York Democracy would bolt 
the ticket if the nomineee for Mayor was 
not exactly to their liking is ridiculous 
coming from an organization which its 
leaders claim was formed with the avowed 
puspose of defeating Tammany Hall. As 
well might the Republicans say that they 
would bolt the ticket if the candidate se- 
lected did not belong to their party and 
was chosen by their representatives. 

William H. Ten Byck, Chairman of the 
Republican County Executive Committee, 
declined to express any opinion relative to 
the alleged utterance of John C. Sheehan 
and others. He said, however, that while 
the Republican conferrees might not sub- 
mit any names to the joint conference on 
Sept. 9, that matter would be definitely de- 
cided at a meeting to be held the early part 
of next week. Yet he was quite firm in 
the belief that no list would be submitted. 

Other reports in connection with the re- 
puted action of Mr. Sheehan and other lead- 
ers of the Greater New York Democracy 
have been to the effect that their stand was 
taken in the interest of ex-Senator David 
B. Hill. It has been pointed out that nei- 
ther Mr. Sheehan nor his friends could af- 
ford to vote for a Republican nominee for 
Mayor. If they did their standing in a 
Democratic State Convention might be 
honestly challenged. Therefore, the Great- 
er New York people insisted on the selec- 
tion of an independent Democrat for Mayor 
by the anti-Tammany forces. 

Ex-Senator Hill, who is at the Hoffman 
House, declined last night to discuss the 
matter in any form. He said he was en- 
joying his vacation and did not propose to

The visitor's face expressed delight, and 
she told the servant that she knew Mrs. 
Stern very well and asked if she were at 
home. The reply was in the negative, and 
then the woman asked for pen and paper 
and said that she desired to leave a note 
for her old friend. The girl went for the 
writing materials, and, coming back with 
them, found her pocketbook containing the 
dollar gone. She accused the woman, who 
became indignant and denied the theft. 

Then the janitor was called, and the flight 
up stairs and across the roof was on. On 
the top floor the woman rushed up the 
ladder to the roof, with the janitor in full 
pursuit. As the janitor’s head appeared 
through the skylight she disappeared over 
the edge of the roof on her way to the roof 
of the apartment next door, using a tank 
ladder to aid ‘her in making her escape.

CENTRAL’S TUNNEL PLANS. 
Willing to Comply with the Board of 


Health’s Order— Officials of the 
Road Confer with the Board. 


W. J. Wilgus, Chief Engineer of the New 
York Central, and Charles C. Paulding, 
representing the law department of that 
road, had a conference yesterday morning 
with the Board of Health regarding the de- 
mand made by the latter body for an im- 
mediate alleviation of conditions in the 
Park Avenue tunnel. At this conference 
the railroad officials signified their inten- 
tion of complying with the directions of 
the Board of Health as far as possible. The 
road also secured an extension of thirty

Until 
this investigation is made no further action 
can be determined upon by the company.” 

It will probably take two years to com- 
plete whatever radical plans may be de- 
cided upon to carry out the desired im- 
provements. 

Regarding the rumored test of a com- 
pressed air locomotive by the Central, it 
was learned yooreeser. that the dispatches 
from Rome were misleading. The Central 
will make no immediate tests with this 
motor, as a specially deputized mechanical 
engineer has been watching it and report- 
ing on it since its construction began. It 
is understood that a test may be make on 
a Brooklyn elevated line. 


CHARLES W. MORSE’S OFFER. 


Charles W. Morse, who was, at the head 
of the American Ice Company, has made 
an offer to each stockholder of the Tele- 
phone, Telegraph and Cable Company of 
America for their holdings, provided that 
at least two-thirds of the stock is depos- 
ited with the City Trust Company on or be- 
fore Sept. 10. The offer is to pay to each 
present stockholder 50 per cent. of the 


amount he has paid in, making the total 
offer $2,000,000. 

One of the chief difficulties of com- 
panies opposed to the Bell Telephone inter- 
ests has been that of obtaining subway 
and wire-stringing rights. Consequently, 
when Mr. Morse’s letter became public, it 
excited comment in Wall Street in the hbe- 
lief that some way to overcome this diffi- 
culty had been found.

BUTCHER SHOPS 10 CLOSE 


New Sunday Law Prohibiting Their 
Opening Effective To-morrow. 


Meats Must Be Bought and Delivered 
Saturdays, for the Law Forbids 
Delivery on Sundays. 


Those who desire meat for their Sunday 
dinner would do well to purchase it to-day, 
and what is equally important they want 
to see that their butchersdelivers the samé 
before midnight. With midnight to-night 
the new law against the opening of butch- 
er shops on Sunday goes into effect. 

This law not only prohibits the sale of 
meat on Sunday, but it also prohibits the 
delivery of that which was purchased on 
Saturday. Up to this time it has been the 
common practice for butchers to keep open 
their shops until 10 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing for the benefit of belated purchasers 
of Sunday supplies. ‘The butchers, with 
their admirable cold storage systems, were 
also accustomed to keep meat purchased 
on Saturday and deliver it on Sunday 
morning. 

The new law, which prevents this, is 
known as Chapter 392 of the Laws of 1901, 
and is an amendment to Section 267 of the 
Penal Code, As now amended this section 
reads: 


All manner of public selling or offeri for 
sale of any property on Sunday is prohibited 
except that articles of food may be sold and 
supplied at any time before 10 o’clock in the 
morning, and except also that meals may be sold 
to be eaten on the premises where sold or served 
elsewhere by caterers; and prepared tobacco, 
milk, ice, and soda water in places o¢her than 
where rituous liquors or wines are kept or 
offered for sale, and fruit, flowers, confectionery, 
newspapers, drugs, medicines, and‘surgical ap- 
pliances may be sold in a quiet and orderly man- 
ner at any time of the day. 

The provisions of the section, however, shall 
not be construed to allow or permit the public 
sale or exposing for sale or delivery of uncooked 
flesh food, or meats, fresh or salt, at any hour 
or time of day. 


It is this last paragraph of the section 
which is the amendment that will close up 
the butcher shops. The amendment was 
prepared and presented to the Legislature 
by the Journeymen Butchers’ Association. 
The members of this organization claimed 
that they were entitled to at least one day 
of rest in seven and that the only way to 
attain that desired object was to close up 


the butcher shops tight on Sunday. The 
presented such a a case that the bill 
Was passed, and signed by Gov. Odell on 
April 17 last. While the law does not 
actually go into effect until to-morrow, 
some butchers have been observing its pro- 
visions ever since it was s' 

The penaltnes for the violation of this 
section of the Penal Code are the same as 
this provided for other misdemeanors under 
the head of the Sabbath breaking: For the 
first offense the guilty person is 
fined not less than $5 nor more than $10 
or. to be imprisoned for ten days, or he 
may be bo fined and imprisoned. For 
the second and other violations the fine is 
from $10 to $20 and the imprisonment 
from five to twenty days or both. As an 
additional penalty the entire stock of the 
offender may be seized and sold on one 
day’s notice, and the procusds used for the 
poor of the city. That the new law if 
strictly enforced is bound to create con- 
8 inconvenience at first-is admitted 
by nearly all the butchers, but they claim 
that conditions will soon adjust themselves 
to its workings. 

Its worst effect will be in the Summer 
months, where many pr families, unable 
to afford the luxury of ice, will find it hard 
to keep meat over Sunday. In the past. 
they have made their purchases either Sun- 
day morning or on turday night with 
instructions to deliver on Sunday. This is 
absolutely forbidden by the amended law, 

Among the Jewish population on the east 
side the new act has been looked upon as 
anything but popular. Here the strict Jew 
closes his butcher shop from sundown Fri- 
day to sundown Saturday, and as a result 
he will have to take in his stock Friday 
afternoon and dispose of it between sun- 
down and midnight Saturday. Many of 
the Jewish butchers claim that it will be 
impossible to supply. the large trade in 
these few hours. hey contend that as 
they observe aerated, as their Sabbath 
that they should be allowed to keep open 
at least part of the day on Sunday. 

One test case has alre been framed 
with the view to getting this interpretation 
of the law. It has been decided adversely 
in the lower courts, but will eventually go 
to the Court of ane. 

Meanwhile the Journeymen Butchers are 
rejoicing over the prospect of one whole 
day free from toll each week. 

George Pfachler, Jr., President. of the 
Benchman’s Association of Retail Butch- 
ers, said yesterday tBat the organization 
would have 2,700 of its members out on 
Sunday to see that the Sunday closing law 
is enforced. He added that the work would 
be continued for some time, and that from 
800 to 1,000 men would be in the various 
districts every Sunday for the purpose. 


REMEDY FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 


Dr. Fralick’s Claims for His Discovery— 
Test Cases in the Metropolitan 
Hospital. 

Dr. Wilfred G. Fralick, visiting surgeon 
at the Metropoliten Hospital, Blackwell's 
Island and consulting.surgeon at the Memo- 
rial Hospital, Brooklyn, claims to ‘have 
discovered a fluid which will arrest the 
progress of tuberculosis, The discovery, he 
asserts, is the result of over seven years 
of experiment in tryirg to find a destroyer 
of all known bacterta. 

According to Dr. Fralick, “ it is no longer 
a question of tuberculosis, but of the quan- 
tity of lung tissue which remains.’”’ That 
is to say, he explains, if he can get the pa- 
tient before most of his lungs are gone, he 
catfisave him. Th» word “ cure" he objects 


to 6n tne ground that it is unprofessional. 
‘*No doctor cures,"’ he declares; “‘ he mere- 
ly assists nature.’ 

Dr. Fralick injected his fluid into: the 
blood of two men, one in the advanced 
stages of tuberculosis in the Blackwell's 
Island Hospital, yesterday, the occasion for 
making his discovery known to the world. 
Among the physicians present. were Alfred 
8. Mattson of Morristown, N. J.; George 
Cc. Connett, of Morristown, N. J.; Frank 
Hinckly of San Francisco, G. T. Stewart of 
Bellevue, R. R. Trotter of Yonkers, and 
James T. Harding of Hempstead, L. I. 

The actual injection of the fluid. was done 
by Drs. W. C. McKnight and V. A. H. 
Corngll. It had been heated to a tempera- 
ture of 106 degrees. In each case, Dr. 
Fralick said, from fifteen to twenty ounces 
were used. The immediate effect upon the 
two men was apparently good, Their faces 
became flushed, and their pulses were 
stronger. 

Dr. Fralick said at the conclusion of the 
operation: ' 

“This fluid contains compounds (‘which 
destroy all known disease germs almost 
instantly, and ‘while its action is antagon- 
istic to objectionable organisms, at the 
same time it will intensify and increasé the 
desirable properties of the blood. 

This is the first time in the history of 
medicine that a material has been infused 
into the blood which contains compounds 
which antagonize the germs of disease and 
their poisonous emanations. 

During his snowmneney. as visiting surgeon 
at the Metropolitan Hospital, and in his 
private practice, Dr. Fralick claims to have 
tried the fluid on as many as 150 patients 
with satisfactory results. He states that 
it has no similarity at all to the lymph 
discovered by Dr. Koch. 

Dr. Fralick said he was perfectly willing 
that his remedy should be tested by .men 
competent to judge at some futyre time. 
He would insist, however, that a very close 
examination of the test patients should be 
made before they were sent to him. ‘

TENEMENT LAW DECISION 


Justice 0’Gorman Declares Part of 
Ht Is Ineffective. . 


To Enforce Part Relating to Setting of 
Beams by Aug. 1,,He Says, Would 
Be an Act of Spoliation. 


—_—_-__- 


Justice O’Gorman of the Supreme Court 
yesterday rendered a decision passing upon 
the provisions of the new tenement house 
law. He holds that the clause which re- 
quires that the first tier of beams of a 
building, the erection of which was begun 
in good faith before June 1 last, shall -be 
set by the ist of August, is invalid. 

The matter was before him on a motion 
by John V. Signell and others to continue 
an injunction against James G. Wallace, 
the Commissioner of Buildings. The tene- 
ment house act became a law on April 12, 
.J01, and declared that tenement houses 
upon which work had been actually begun 
after approval of the plans by the Depart- 
ment of Buildings, should be subject only 
to the provisions affecting existing tene- 
ment houses. As no ‘protection was of- 
fered to persons who had already filed 
plans, which were awaiting examination 
and approval on the day the new law went 
into effect the Legislature, on April 27, 
amended the law so as to provide that if 
the excfivation for a tenement house should 
have been’ begun before June 1, and the 
first tier of beams set by Atg. 1, such 
house should be subject only to. the pro- 
visions affecting existing tenement houses, 
provided that the plans were filed before 
April 10. 

In the five cases before the court, work 
was commenced before June 1, but in no 
case was the first tier of beams set by Aug. 
1. This situation was due to strikes and 
other causes beyond the control of the 
builder. . Justice O’Gorman, in his opinion, 
after saying that if the provision requiring 
the setting of beams by Aug. 1 is to be 
upheld, it must be done by declaring it to 
have been an exercise of police powers 
of the State, continues: 

‘It was certainly as unreasonable as. it 
Was an unnecessary means of attaining the 
main object of the act. It had no direct 
tendency toward the accomplishment of the 
main purpose of the legislation. If the 
work was begun in good faith by June 1, 
1901, and that it was is conceded, the pub- 
lic welfare was sufficiently safeguarded, 
and there is no reason for the imposition 
of gonelties for not progréssi with the 
work by arbitrary stages. It-is claimed, 
and not disputed, that these plaintiffs will 
loge large sums of money if*they should 
now, be required to make the changes nec- 
ossa¥ to conform to the laws now en- 
forced. 

“The new Tenement House act makes 
radical ‘changes in the nature, method, 
style, and class of materials, and in the Sig- 
nell Building it is averred, and not denied, 
that if compelled to change the building 
to conform to the laws now in force “P- 
ward of $70,000 .worth of work actually 
done and materials furnished will be ren- 
dered absolutely useless, to say nothing of 
the Mability incurred by the owner in other 
contracts. The same is substantially true 
of all the plaintiffs. If the Legislature had 
the right to impose such a restriction upon 
the builders it might, with equal Pca cues F 
declare that the second or third tier should 
be completed by a specified date. 
nell case offers a good illustration of the 
unreasonable features of this sion. 

“ Signell’s plans were actually approved 
and permit granted under the old law on 
April 8, 1901, four days before the new act 
became a law. He is building a row of 
houses on Central Park West, from Nine- 
tieth to Ninety-first Street. The first tier 
of beams has been laid to the extent of 
about one-half of the block, but owing to 
the non-delivery of fron matérial the set- 
ting of the other half of the first tier was 
not completed by Aug. 1, 1901. Although 
delayed this respect, he has made other 
progress in the work, so that the walls 
wére up to almost the second tier, and the 
entire job much further advanced than if 
the first tier had been completely set. To 
enforce such a law. under such circum- 
Starices, with such disastrous consequences 
to the citizens, would be an act of spolia- 
tion under judicial sanction.”

Convicted of Stealing a Trunk from the 
Park Avenue Hotel.

CRUSADE AGAINST MALARIA 


Local and Federal Health Officers 
to Fight the Disease. 


We fill orders 
by mail. 


Mosquitos that Catry It to be Dissected 
and the Germs Studied—How the 
Experiments Wil! Be Conducted. 


Président Sexton and Dr. Cosby and 
Health Officer Doty met yesterday as a 


board at the Health Department and took 
important action in regard to malaria. It 
was prompted by a communication from Dr. 
Herrmann M. Biggs, pathological director 
of the hospital bacteriologidal laboratories 
of the department, in which he called at- 
tention to the prevalence of malaria and 
suggested that special attention be given to 
the subject. In accordance with his sug- 
gestions the folowing resolutions were 
adopted: 


Whereas, Recent investigations have shown 
that malarial fever is an infectious disease, and 
can be largely. prevented by the adoption of 
simple Laheg pig ya 
reas, is the desire of the Department of 
Health to prevent the extension of malarial 
fever, which now exists in some of the boroughs, 
to the other boroughs, and to restrict its preva- 
lence in those boroughs where It already exists; 
therefore be it * 

Resolved, That all public institutions, hos- 
pitals, home asylums, &c., be required to re- 
port all cases of malarial fever which come under 
their observation, giving the name, age, sex, 
occupation, and present address of the patient, 
and also information as to whether the attack 
is @ primary infection or a relapse, and the ad- 
Gress where the disease was probably. con- 
*resclved Th 

esolved, at all physicians in the City of 
now b Sing a Bn crag ae ee in- 

rma’ gard to patients suffering from 
malarial fever under their care. 

Resolved, That the circulars of information 
of the Department of Health regarding ‘‘ the 
causation and prevention of malarial fever ’’ be 
matied to the addresses in which malarial in- 
fection has apparently been contracted, and also 
to the addresses from which the cases are re- 
Ported when these are different. 

Resolved, That postal carts for furnishing 
the required data be prepared and forwarded to 
{institutions and physicians for reporting the 
cases of malarial fever which come under their 
observation, as is done in other infectious dis- 


eases. 

It is probable that at the next meeting 
of the Board of Health the Sanitary Code 
will be amended so as to fully define the 
duties of Sanitary Inspectors in regard to 
places which are a source of malaria 


through the existence there of the an- 
opheles, or malaria-spreading mosquito. Of 
the resolutions Dr. Alvah H. Doty said last 
night at Quarantine: - 

“¥ approve most heartily of them. There 
is no question that their adoption is a step 
in the right direction. I shall watch the 
enforcement of their provisions and the reé- 
sults with the gréatest interest, and it is 
hardly necessary to say that I will aid with 
advice or in any way that it may be pos- 
sible. It.is time that, the question of ma- 
laria should be treated more seriously than 
it has been." 

The Quarantine laboratory is now fully 
equipped for the investigation which Dr. 
Doty planned to conduct when his experi- 
ments in destroying mosquito larvae and 
preventing the breeding of culicidae at 
Concord, 8. I., were ended. Dr, Doty has 
just received some special apparatus for 
breeding the anopheles mosquito and a 
special dissecting table with miscroscope 
and equipments for the dissection of 
anopheles to secure in the intestines of the 
insect the germ or plasmodium of malaria. 
The anopheles will be bred from the egg, 
and the insects are now in all stages of de- 
velopment in the labaratory. Some of them 
will be in the vise? state In a few days. 
These of course will not, as théy have not 
been associated th malaria, have the 
germs of the disease. 

Cages for them will be constructed, and 
when a patient can be had with malaria in 
an acute and typical stage he or she will 
be bitten by the caged anopheles. This 
will of course cause no harm to,the patient, 
but will render the mosquito dangerous in 
that it will have taken the disease germs 
from the patient so-that if it bit a person 
free from malaria it would communicate 
the disease. These infected mosquitos will 
be killed and dissected so that the labora- 
tory _ possess microscope slides of the 
plasmodium derived. from a case of malaria 
a ir the infecting agent, the mosquito. 

In the work Dr. Doty and the bacteriolo- 
es of the Quarantine laboratory, Drs. 

. B. Fitzpatrick and B. C. Baldwin, will be 
engaged for several weeks. So far, dis- 
sections in the laboratory of anopheles 
captured in infected Houses at Concord 
have not resulted in the discovery of the 
plasmodium.of malaria. A patient for the 
non-infected anopheles to bite will probably 
be secured from some incoming ship. Fail- 
ing this, Dr. Doty will secure one’ from some 
institution or the private practive of a 
physician. A number of hospital and pri- 
vate physicians have assured Dr. Doty that 
he will have their co-operation in the mat- 
ter. 

The Quarantine laboratory already pos- 
sesses a very interesting collection of slides 
of the culicidae, including anopheles, in all 
8 of development and of the plasmo- 
divin of malaria. Dr. Doty constantly re- 

ves communications in regard to mos- 
quitos and malaria, and answers many re- 
quests for information in regard to the de- 
struction of the pests. He will shortly’ re- 
visit Concord and test the results of his 
experiments there.

FATHER AND CHILDREN HURT. 


Were in a Runaway at Guttenberg and 
All Were Rendered Unconscious. 


Charles Stevens of Seventh Street, Gut- 
tenberg, N. J., and his four children were 
injured in a runaway on the Hudson Boule- 
vard yesterday. The horse took fright and 
got beyond control of Stevens, who was 
driving, and dashed along the Boulevard. 

At Highpoint Avenue the animal turned 
into that street. When West Street was 
reached the animal dashed into a tele- 
graph pole, and the vehicle was overturned. 
Stevens and his four children being thrown 
into the roadway. The father and children 
were rendered unconscious, and blood 


streamed from’ cuts or their hefids and 
faces. Women carried the children into 
their homes, while Stevens was carried into 
a corner saloon. 

Town Physician Meyer was called, and 
when he arrived at the houses where the 
children were taken, they had recovered 
frem the shock, and the physician set about 
dressing their numerous cuts and bruises. 
He found that none had sustained any seri- 
ous injury. Stevens was found to be the 
most seriously hurt. A wound on his head 
necessitated sixteen stitches, and besides 
he had received several ugly cuts on. the 
face, which required stitching. His condi- 
tion’ was such that Dr. Meyer ordered his 
removal to a hospital, but Stevens, whu 
regained his senses, begged to be sent 
home, where he was taken. Stevens's con- 
dition is serious. The children were taken 
home in a trolley car. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Deep Set AsIpe.—In an action by Doro- 
thea Von Der Brelie, seventy-one years old, 
against her daughter, Sophia Fabrice, and 
the latter’s husband, George Fabrice, to set 
aside a deed she made to them, tried in the 
Cireuit Court” of Cook County, Illinois, it 
appeared that the plaintiff had made a 
will devising certain real estate to her 
daughter, subject to bequests to her other 
children. , 

On the representation of Mrs. Fabrice and 
her husband that the title to the property 
was defective, the aged mother signed a 
paper which she was informed was to per- 
fect the title, but which was in reality a 
deed of the land to the daughter and son- 


in-law. Mrs. Von Der Brelie is a German, 
unable to understand English, and ignorant 
ef business. She testified that she had no 
intention of conveying to her daughter, but 
intended to retain and control the property 
during her Hfe. The Supreme Court of 
Tilinots has affirmed a judgment for the 
laintiff, holding. that the evidence sus- 
ained a finding that Mrs. Von Der Brelie 
did not understand the nature of the instru- 
ment, og,intended to convey her real estate 
to the defendants, and that the latter, ob- 
tained the deed by fraud, without consider- 
ation. Justice Hand, for the court, says: 

‘While it is apparent from the evidence 
she intended her daughter, Sophia Fabrice, 
should have the real estate conveyed by the 
deed, n her death, bject to the pay- 
ment of certain sums to her other children, 
we are satisfied she did not intend to sur- 
render the control of her property, to her 
daughter during her lifetime, and think the 
evidence shows she was misled and over- 
reached at the time the deed was made. It 
is admitted that nothing has. been paid to 
the complainant for such conveyance, and 
it is apparent from the evidence that the 
complainant and said defandants cannot 
longer live together as one family. and that 
the daughter and her husband have sub- 
stantially abandoned the complainant ‘since 
they supposed they had obtained control of 
her property.
